McWeeney,’ however, declares ‘ee he 
fired no shots, but the testimony of specta~ 
tors is that every policeman that had a gun

The shooting attracted the attention of a 
dozen or more people who were in the Great 
Northern rotunda, and they rushed to the 
street to see what it was all about. 


Ziermar Gets Two Bullets. 
Ziermar was standing at Dearborn and 
Jackson streets, when the fugitive and his 
pursuers started toward the Great Northern 
Hotel. One shot struck him in the wrist, 
He ran to a cab across the street for shel- 
ter. Half way across he was evidently mis- 
taken for the pursued man and a second 
bullet entered his abdomen slightly above 
the groin. He fell in a heap, twenty-five og 
thirty feet from the curb. 

Policemen picked him up ond laid him 


prone on the pavement in front of the sa- 
loon,

HUGO LEMKE KILLED BY p. G. CRIPPEN 


Former Unlocks a Door of the Latter’s 
Fiat, No. 204 Western Avenue, and 
Is Met with a Fatal Bullet. 


Hugo Lemke, a saloonkeeper at No. 781 
West Chicago avenue, was instantly killed 
at 9:15 o'clock last night be Paul G. Crip- 
pen, an engineer on the St. Paul road, in the 
latter’s flat, No. 204 Western avenue. 

Crippen’s family was away from the flat’ 
at the time. He had come home unexpected- 
ly, being ill. He had just gone to bed, when, 
he says, he heard somebody try a key at 
each of the entrance doors to his flat. 

Crippen got up, took his revolver, and had 
made his way to the door between the par- 
lor and dining-room, when, he asserts, 
Lemke unlocked the door and walked in. 

rippen fired at him, but the bullet struck 
the wall. Then he shot again. Lemke 
dropped dead in a corner of the room. 

Crippen declares he thought Lemke was 
a burglar. . 

Lemke had been taking meals frequently 
at Crippen’s place, and it is presumed he was 
going to the place to make a call. Keys 
were found under his body that fitted the 
entrance doors. ; 

When other dwellers in the building heard 
the shots they rushed to Crippen’s flat. 
They found Crippen, lamp in hand, bending 
over Lemke’s body, saying: 

“I know this man. His name is Lemke.“ 

Crippen’s wife and daughter were in the 
neighborhood. They were summoned and 
with Crippen were taken to the West Chi- 
cago Avenue Police Station to await an in- 
vestigation. 

Lemke's body was taken to the county 
morgue. , 

As the clothing was on fire when the body 
was found, it is supposed the shooting was 
done at close range. 

Hugo G. Lemke, or Charlie Lemke, as 
he was called by his friends, had known the 
Crippen family for several years. Crippen 
ran a switch engine in the Western avenue 
yards of the St. Paul road dnd usually was 
absent from home at night. Lemke has bein 
in the habit of getting his supper with Mrs. 
Crippen and her daughter, Susie, for two 
years, it is said. He was known to the 
engineer. To the neighbors Crippen fold 
the following story: I came home early 
tonight because I was ill. I went to bed. 
About an hour and a half later I heard some 
one come up the stairs and try the door leading 
into the rear hall.. Then the intruder came 
to the front door and tried a key in the lock. 
There have been two burglaries in the neigh- 
borhood, and I thought it was a thief, so I 
jumped out of bed and grabbed my re- 
volver. ; 

“The man in the hall shoved the door 
open, and, as he stepped into the parlor I 
fired at him. He made a rush for me and 
raised his arm as if to strike. Then I fired 
again, three ‘times in quick succession, and 
hit him. He staggered back into the hall 
and fell in the corner near the hat rack.“ 

Crippen himself telephoned to the West 
Chicago Avenue Police Station. Detectives 
Hamilton and Phelan, Sloier and Hunlinsk: 
were sent to the scene of the shooting and 
arrested Crippen. His wife and daughter, 
who returned home a few minutes later, 
were also taken to the station. Crippen 
clung to his story that he did not recognize 
the intruder, but thought he was a burglar

race only, but the age itself in which we 
live is being judged, and the character of 
contemporary civilization submitted to a 
decisive and vital test. 

Not Greek egotism, but historic justice, 
compels us to recognize that if there exist 
anywhere enslaved people worthy. of liberty, 
the Cretans rank first among the first, and if 
there exist tyrannies unworthy even of an 
instant’s toleration, such certainly is the 
Ottoman tyranny in Crete. If foreign rule 
is sometimes justified, because, though 
it violates the right of nattonal liberty, it 
nevertheless insures public order and 
furthers common welfare and justice, the 
Turkish sovereignty can offer no such ex- 
cuse. It not only strangles national liberty, 
but is also fanatically hostile to all common 
liberty and justice and order and prosperity. 

As representatives and champions no 
longer of Greece only but of civilized man- 
kind, basely insulted by the powerful ones 
of the ‘world, we shall fight for the most 
precious blessings of civilization, for free- 
dom, for justice, for order, for equality, for 
rights, and for humanity. If diplomacy does 
not consent to the union of Crete with Greece 
it will not be able to prevent the free Greeks 


‘and freedom-seeking Cretans from uniting 


their blood in a common and grand sacrifice. 
„We confidently invoke your aid and as- 
sistance in behalf of our struggle, and be- 


] seech you that by every means you. join in 


arousing and strengthening public opinion 
against a policy which impugns the enlight- 
ened consciousness of justice-loving people.“ 


MUSSULMANS AT CANDAMO RESCUED. 


Insurgents Search Them and Confis- 
ente Their Arms Before They 
Are Allowed to Go. 


Canea, March 10.—The Mussuimans who 
were besieged at Candamo have ar- 
rived here on board an Italian 
warship.. They were delivered. with the 
greatest difficulty and danger. Candamo 
is situated in a valley surrounded by forts 
occupied by 10,000 insurgents. The Euro- 
pean force sent to the rescue of the Mussul- 
mans there besieged was commanded by 
British and French officers. The insurgents 
searched the Mussulmans and took their 
arms from them before they were allowed 
to depart. In all 523 men, 1,047 women and 
children, and 452 Turkish soldiers were 
taken to the coast and embarked on board 
foreign vessels. 

Berlin, March 10.—A dispatch to the 
Cologne Gazette from Candia, Island of 
Crete, says that in a fight between a force 
of Bashi Bazouks and a detachment of in- 
surgents before the gates of the town sixty 
cf the Turks were killed or wounded. 

The dispatch further announc@® that the 
firing between the opposing forces continues 
and that the town is threatened with in-. 
cendiarism. 

London March 11.—The Times publishes a 
dispatch from Canea which states that dur- 
ing an interview with one of the officials of 
Candamo the latter said the insurgents 
threw 200 shells into the town and fort. The

on the bed told that she had clambered out 
of the bed over the end board. She did not 


pass over Josephine's form. 

After raising the kitchen window Mrs. 
Bragg says she sat down on a sofa on the 
east side of the kitchen. Pools of blood told 


of her presence there. 

Next she says she ,passed to the front 
rooms through the long narrow hall. She 
was weak from loss of Blood and blind from 
the bullet’s course, but no blood was left 
in that passage, although when the doctors 
and police arrived they found the woman’s 
hands reeking with her own blood. She says 
she raised the window of the alcove, and 
cried out again, But there were no bloody 
fingermarks on the window, none on the 
floors of the front rooms or hall—only three 
tiny spots on the sill of the alcove window. 


Mrs. Brage Cries Out for Joe.“ 


It was about half-past 6 o'clock when Mrs. 
A. F. Thompson, living in the rear of a shoe 
store, heard Mrs. Bragg crying from the rear 
window: 

Joe, come here. Come, Joe, quicker than 
you ever came before.“ 

Mrs. Thompson did not know the woman 
was blinded by a possible fatal wound. Her 
cries at Joe were familiar to the neigh- 
bors, for the fostere mother and adopted 
daughter had had many wordy quarrels. 

During all this time Josephine was asleep— 
go she said. Her story was that she heard 
her mother’s cries at last and awoke to find 
herself on the floor at the side of the bed. 
She could not tell how she got there, she 
said. But she felt queer.“ She attired 
herself hastily and she was a bit excited 
when she ran into Von Herman’s drug store, 
Thirty-first street and Indiana avenue, at 
6:45 o’clock, and cried out: 

Some one shot mamma. 

A clerk and Dr. D. Eisendrath accompa- 
nied Josephine back to the flat. They found 
Mrs. Bragg in the kitchen on the sofa, They 
soon learned she was blind—something Jo- 
sePhine had not yet learned. The woman's 
eyes had been forced painfully forward in 
the sockets and she was In pitiable pain. 


Police Pursue Investigation. 


The police arrived half an hour later and 
sent Mrs. Bragg away to St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital after hearing her story. She declared 


Come quick.“ 


She did not know who shot her, that it could 


not have been Josephine, but must have 
been some robber or assassin, 

Josephine told her story, too, telling at 
one time that she had fainted—just at what 
juncture she did not specify. When she 
came to she said her first act was to rush 
to the parlor, throw open the bay windows, 
and cry out for help. . 

Across the street between 6 and 7 o’clock 
was a gathering of a dozen men, who were 
there for a job which had been advertised, 
They said they had heard nothing. 

Josephine said she then dressed and ran to 
the drug store. It was evident there that 
she dressed hastily. 

Mrs. Bragg declared to the police that she 
did not own a pistol, and said: 

If you find one in the hcuse it does not 
belong to me.“ : 

She also said that when she was groping 
through the hall she tried the front door 
leading into her flat. It was locked and 
the night chain was in place. The bolt was 
on the kitchen door, the only other means 
of entrance to the flat save by the windows, 

"hich were inaccessible practically to out- 
Siders. 

r sald there was no pistol in the 
house. he police failed to find the gar- 
ments she had worn in bed. There was no 
blood on any of her clothing—none on her 
side of the bed and none on her hands or 
face. 

Lieut. Bonfield and Detectives McCarthy 
and MeGuire took no stock in Mrs. Bragg's 
theory that some one must have entered 
the’ house and shot her aud then escaped 
unnoticed. They sent her to~the hospital 
and Josephine to the Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 
tion, where there is a matron. 

Police Find a Revelver. 

All day long the girl stuck to-her story 
that she knew nothing about the manner 
of the shooting. The detectives ransacked 
the house to find a weapon. During the ati- 
ernoon they were rewarded. On the west 
side of the hall K a row of high closets. Or 
the top shelf of the closet nearest, the parlor 
they found a large pasteboard box filled with 
rags. A bright new tevolver was found in 
the box after the deteetives had lifted twen- 
ty pounds of books and other material from

GEN. WEYLER QUITS HAVANA FOR 
; VILLA CLARA CITY, 


This Important Point Is Threatened 

' by Calixto Garcia—Sancti Spiritus 
Is in Danger of Falling Into the 
Hands of Gomes—Captain-General 
Has Virtually Abandoned It to Its 
Fate, Believing the Inhabitants 
Are Not Loyal. :

Havana, March 10, via Key West, Fla.— 
[Copyright, 1897.]—Weyler returns to Santa 
Clara Province tomorrow. The warship 
Legazpi will take him to Sagua La Grande, 
where he will penetrate the interior. 

Villa Clara City is said to be menaced by 
patriot invading forces moving west under 
Calixto Garcia, and Weyler hurried back to 
resume personal direction of the defenses 
there. * 

Weyler has withdrawn the Spanish reg- 
ular troops from Sancti Spiritus, leaving the 
city with but 600 volunteers to defend it 
from the anticipated attacks, and the gov- 
ernment commandant of volunteers has 
openly threatened that shauld the patriot 
forces move against the place the Spanish 
volunteers will set the town on fire, blow up 
the local jail, wheré Various Cubans are 
imprisoned, and shoot all the resident mem- 
bers of the Autonomist party, including 
Marcos Garcia, the alealde, and others sus- 
pected of sympathy with the revolution, be- 
fore evacuating the garrison. 

In a significant Sancti Spiritus dispatch 
yesterday from a foreign Consular agent 
there to his chief here an intimation was 
given of the city’s impending doom, and in 
Spanish military circles here no surprise is 


‘expressed, as Weyler is known to consider 


Sancti Spiritus a hotbed of conspiracy. 

Cubans Gradually Closing In. 
When he rode into the place at the headof 
his forces some weeks ago not a cheer was 
heard, save from military and official 
throats, and the noticeable absence of pop- 


ular demonstration caused him to swear 


vengeance upon the city and its people. 
The patriot forces are gradually closing in 
upon Sancti Spiritus, and now virtually con- 
trol the railway line connecting the city with 
the south coast. Several Spanish military 
trains, attempting to pass over the lines 
within the’week, have been blown up by the 
insurgents with dynamite. 

Private reports from Santiago de Cuba 
say that the residence of Robert Mason, 
British pro-Consul and Consul for China 
there, was searched by Spanish police for 
arms and compromising documents during 
his absence. Nothing was discovered. On 
learning of the outrage British Consul Rams- 
don demanded and obtained immediate and 
ample apologies. The Chief of Police who 
ordered tHe search was discharged. 

British subjects and French citizens held 


in Santiago military prisons on political 


charges have all been released. Frank Ag- 
ramonte and several other Americans only

CUBANS RAIDING HAVANA PROVINCE. 


Gen. Carillé Says They Have Riddcn 
the Territory Over and Have 
Defeated the Spaniards. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 10.— [Special. 
A letter has been received from Col. Carillo 


| of the Cuban army, which is dated Union de 


Reyes, Province of Havana, March 2, and 
Says in part: 

During the last six weeks we have 
traversed Havana Province from north to 
south and from east to west, On the 4th of 
last month we neared Pinar del Rio, but did 
not attempt a passage of the trocha. The 
trocha still remains the great center of 
Spanish military activity or inactivity, if you 
so choose to call it. Very few troops have 
been reached from it. 

On the morning of the 5th we met with 
and defeated the column of Gen. Rosena, a 
man who claims, as I understand, to have ac- 
complished the best work against Maceo. 
Rosena’s forces numbered about 1,400 men. 
He had but 250 horses. Our force was not 
quite so large, but every man had a horse 
and a machete, and the victory was assured 
from the beginning. 

In the fight with Rosena we lost Capt. 
Morales and 
Arnao and Wilson, the last an American. 
Besides that there were thirty-nine killed 
and some few wounded fell into the hands of 
the enemy. They may, of course, be counted 
among the dead—for our enemy does not 
spare prisoners, and the wounded are tor- 
tured the more.”’

Under the law goods in bond 
pay duty under the tariff law in effect at 
the time of their withdrawal from bond and 
not at the time of their importation. There 
are goods in bond here which have a dutiable 
value of $20,000,000. Naturally their own- 
ers want to get them out before the increased 
tariffs go into effect. 

The aggregate duties on withdrawals, 
which average $90,000 a day, were $260,000

ARS. CORA STUART WHEELER IS DEAD 


Her First Prize Story Was Printed in 
The Chicage Tribune—Dies 
in Massachusetts. 


Boston, Mass.. March 10.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Cora Stuart. Wheeler, the literary worker 
and journalist, died at the Newton Hospital 
this morning. In the summer of 1888 she 
wrote her first story. Twixt the Cup and

It 
was learned that ex-Commodore Reinack of 
the Greek navy had never imparted to the 
insurgents the proclamation of the Admirals 
forbidding them to attack the towns, al- 
though he had accepted a commission to do 
80. 

A dispatch to the Times from Canea says 
it turns out that British and Italian trans- 
ports which made their appearance suddenly 
at the port (Canea) yesterday morn- 
ing are not, as then believed, British, but 
were only vessels bringing food supplies and 
refugees. 

It is reported that the Turks plundered 
abandoned Christian houses at Selino, 
Retimo, and Candia. 

There is no confirmation of the report that 
two Itallan volunteers have been kitled at 
Hierapetra by shells from an Italian cruiser 
during the recent fighting. 

It is rumored that the troops of Col. Vassos 
in the interior are suffering from hunger, 
and have been reduced to a diet of biscuits 
and oranges. 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent at 
Canea says that early on Wednesday morning 
the water supply of the Turkish fortress at 
Izzedin, Suda Bay, was cut off by the in- 
surgents, in spite of the firing of the Turkish 
warship. The Turkish garrison then at- 
tacked the insurgents, and the fighting con- 
tinued all day. 


ARMIES ON THESSALY’S FRONTIER. 


Turkish Troops There Estimated at 
55,000, with Only 13,000 Greeks 
to Oppose Them. 


Constantinople, March 10.—It is announced 
here that 55,000 Turkish troops are now con- 
centrated on the Greek frontier, and it is 
understood in Turkish military circles that 
the Greek forces sent into Thessaly do not 
exceed 13.000 men of all arms. 


Orders to English Regiments. 
London, March 10.—It is stated here that 
secret orders have been received for the First 
Army Corps, including the York and Lancas- 
ter regiment, the Essex regiment, and the 
Suffolk regiment, to prepare for service in 
the Mediterranean if required.

One from an American says the end is 
not far off. Another contains these words: 
“The end must come soon.” 

These advices, taken together with corrob- 
orative facts received from other sources, 
make it clear now that it is utterly impossi- 
ble for the Spanish to gain any material 
advantage before the rainy season. 

Gen. Wéyler seems to know this and he is 
acting accordingly, withdrawing troops 
from the interior towns and strength- 
ening the seaports, particularly along the 
north coast. 4 

He has this week abandoned Sancti Spir- 
itus and the rebels will soon be in undisputed 
control of Santa Clara Province. 

Outside of the big cities’ the rebels are 
very active in Matanzas, Havana, and Pinar 
del Rio Provinces. They have captured 
several small towns lately in Matanzas and 
again have blown up a railroad train in 
Pinar del Rio. The troops at Regla, Guan- 
abacoa, and other suburbs of Havane are 
being augmented. — | 

Weyler’s main object now, according to 
military experts, is to prevent the possibility 


of the capture of seaports by the combined 


forces of Gomez and Garcia. It is felt by 
the Spanish that if the rebels can obtain and 
hold, even for a short time, an important 


seaport they will demand and receive from 


the McKinley administration recognition as 
belligerents. . 0 ö 

Gen. Weyler cannot defend both the coun 
try and the coast, and he seems to have de- 
cided to let the country, where his forces 
would be useless in the wet season; take care 
of itself, while he concentrates his troops in 
the seaports to prevent their seizure. 

On the whole, the Spanish are disheartened 
at the defensive program, while the rebels 
are encouraged by the outlook and are also 
cheered by the successful landing of several 
expeditions and the expectation of more.

While the body was still at the undertak- 
ing parlor the suicide’s wife called to view 
it. She was denied this privilege, her father- 
in-law having left strict orders with the un- 
dertakers not to permit the young woman to 
take a last look at her husband. 

At St. Johns he left word with the sisters 
that he did not want to see her. 

This antipathy on the part of the elder 
Eggleston toward his daughter-in-law is 
said to be due to the fact that youmg Eg- 
gleston married her against his parents’ 
wishes.

FITZ GIVES CORBETT A WARNING. 


Abbes There Will Be No Quarter When They

Carson, Nev., March 10.—[Copyright, 
1897.]—Today I met Mr. James J. Corbett 
on the public highway. Being familiar with 
the courtesy of the „I offered him my 
hand, with the words, “ Good-morning, 
gents,” on my lips. The salutation was di- 
rected to the entire party, including his four 
trainers, but my palm was held out to Mr. 
Corbett. With a jeer he refused to accept 
it, and after a few words 1 continued on 
my run to Carson, returning to my quarters 
at the usual time. 

Now, I suppose the general public will ex- 
pect something from me as a result of this 
incident. In the first place, I was on the 
game road that I have always done my run- 
ning on, and did not see Mr. Corbett until 
Mr. W. W. Naughton called my attention 
to the presence of the party. I was going 
my usual jog and they were some distance 
ahead of me, walking slower than I was. 
Coming up with them asI did was a perfect- 
ly natural thing, and the reason I offered 
my hand was partly because Mr. Corbett 
turned around as though to execute the 
same move, but he either reconsidered or 
else maliciously insulted me, for which I 
am obliged to better define my attitude to- 
ward him from this date until the 17th of 


March, when we will settle all scores and 
level all things. 

I think I showed by my conduct that I 
was prepared to observe an old-time road 
custom, but he, on the other hand, showed 
his littleness and more thoroughly convinced 
me that I must administer to him the treat- 
ment his conduct merits. I have not yet 
forgotten the time he spat in my face in 
Philadelphia while his associates held my 
hands. I have not forgotten the insults he 
has heaped upon me through the public 
press and to my friends. I recall without 
effort the readiness with which he has al- 
ways posed as Gentleman Jim,” and I ask 
the public whether or not he is entitled to 
such distinction.

He got along very 
nicely until he came across the paragraph 
which says: Pivot blows, missing withi 
either hand and whipping back with the 
elbow, meeting an opponent with or delibcr- 
ately striking him with the elbow or knees,

I wanted it 
made clear that the pivot blow is barred.’’

Young Bob Causes Trouble. 

Fitzsimmons slept without interruption 
after retiring until 6 o’clock this morning, 
when his respected son, who has been roy- 
ally received by e¢verybodoy, rose from the 
confines of his crib and announced his pres- 
ence and his opposition to the peace of 
others in the world. Other expressions that 
could not be mistaken for whispers also 
emanated from the youngster. Fitzsim- 
mons, who was all but out at the time, 
seemed to revive, and, struggling to his 
feet, swung his trusty right once or twice 
and little Bobby, quieting down, returned 
to his slumbers, while his father got a 
couple hours’ beauty sleep on the morning 
schedule.

Jefferies was not knocked down, but he 
went staggering against the wall from a 
neatly timed right-hander on the angle of 
his jaw. Corbett, as is his wont, apologized 
for the flerceness of his smashes, but from 
the fact that he doubled Jefferies up a few 
minutes later with a left-hander in the pit 
of the stomach it is evident that the cham- 
pion found it hard to restrain himself. 

Corbett was very tired last night, owing 
to the long walk he had taken in the morn- 
ing. He was subjected to a vigorous rub- 
bing and he retired early, sinking to sleep 
as soon as he covered himself with the 
biankets. When Jim arose this morning he 
said that he did not feel the least lingering 
effects of stiffness. He considered it a 
tribute to the masterly manner in which 
his handlers had soaked him with witch 
hazel and kneaded his flesh and muscles, but 
modest Billy Delaney thought differently. 

Delaney said that Jim’s springiness today 
was evidence of his wonderful condition and 
remarkable recuperative powers. 

Takes to the Road Again. 

Jim took to the road again this morning, 
going in the direction of Carson prison. The 
inmates heard of his coming, and were look- 
ing forward to a glimpse of the conqueror 
of Sullivan with as much glee as schoolboys, 
Warden Henderson reports that the men 
under his care talk fight incessantly; that 
numerous plugs of tobacco are wagered on 
the result of the St. Patrick’s day mill.

In preparing my instructions to Corbett 
and Fitzsimmons I spent the better part of 
a month in arriving at the conclusions em- 
bodied therein. I looked at the coming bat- 
tle and its possibilities from every point of 
view. I read and reread the rules under 
which the men were to meet, and studied 
every point carefully. As a matter of fact, 
there are holes in the rules compiled by the 
Marquis of Queensberry big enough to drive 
a hay wagon through, and but for the paucity 
of time, radical and extensive changes would 
have been made. With but a week to do this 
in, I thought it best to touch only such points 
as were vitally loose and visibly paradoxical. 

Take for instance that rule which calls for 
the man in an upright position to walk 
to his corner, away from his fallen antag- 
onist. The latter might fall in the very 
corner occupied by the man who knocked him 
down, and under the strict letter of the 
rule, the man on his feet would be justified in 
standing over his man, a thing the rule ob- 
viously wants to guard against. 

Notice Giwen the Fighters. 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons were both served 
with the following instructions at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon: 
Carson City, Nev., March 10.—James Cor- 
bett, Esq., and Robert Fitzsimmons, Esq., 
Carson City,,Nev.—Gentlemen: I herewith 
hand you each the rules of the Marquis of 
Queensberry, under the provisions which 
you are to contest for the heavyweight 
championship of the world in this city on 
March 17, 1897. Accompanying the rules I 
hand you some suggestions and instructions, 
These are based upon careful study, re- 
search, equity, and fairness. You areprinci- 
pals to what will be the greatest contest of 
modern times. You have both trained care- 
fully and assiduously. The principals and 
‘the public are alike engrossed to an extent 
never before made manifest fn a like encoun- 
ter. While it is a departure to issue in- 

tructions to the combatants of a battle like 

his a week in advance of the meeting, I 
think that the importance of the affair fully 
warrants this move. I am confident that 
you both want to win solely and wholly on 
your merits. Neither of you can afford to 
have the slightest suspicion of doubt cloud 
the title which will belong to the victor, To 
that end I herewith hand you the rules and 
certain ‘interpretations under which you 
are to battle: 

Rules as Laid Down. 

‘‘Rulel. To be a fair, stand-up boxing 
match in a twenty-four-foot ring, or as near 
that size as practicable. 

„Rule 2. No wrestling or hugging allowed. 

Rule 3. The rounds to be of three min- 
utes’ duration and one minute time between 
rounds. 

„Rule 4. If either man fall, through weak- 
ness or otherwise, he must get up unassisted, 
ten seconds to be allowed him to do so, the 
other man meanwhile to return to his cor- 
ner; and when the fallen man is on his legs 
the round is to be resumed and continued 
until the three minutes have expired, If 
one man fails to come to the scratch in the 
ten seconds allowed it shall be in the power 
of the referee to give his award in favor of 
the other man, 

Rule 5. A man hanging on the ropes in 
a helpless state, with his toes off the ground, 
shall be considered down. 

„Rule 6. No seconds or any other person 
to be allowed in the ring @uring the rounds. 

“Rule 7. Should the contest be stopped by 
any unavoidable interference the referee to 
name time and place, as soon as possible, 
for finishing the contest, so that the match 
must be won and lost, unless the backers of 
both men agree to draw the stakes 

„Rule 8. The gloves to be fair-sized box- 
ing gloves of the best quality and new. 

„Rule 9. Should a glove burst or come off 
it must be replaced under the referee’s in- 
spection. 7 

„Rule 10. A man on one knee is consid- 
ered down, and if struck is entitled to the 
stakes. 

„Rule 11. No shoes or boots with eprings 
allowed, 

„Rule 12. The contest in all other respects 
to be governed by the revised rules off the 
London prize ring.

REVELL WANTS A BEER INSPECTOR. 


Introduces a Bill Designed to Secure 
Pure Beverage and Furnish 
Two Good Jobs. 


Springfield, III., March 10.—Representative 
David Revell today introduced a bill provid- 
ing for the appointment of an inspector of 
malt products for a term of four years, with 
a bond of $25,000. The inspector must ap- 
point as his assistant an analytical chemist, 
who shall receive $2,000 a year for his 
services, and all salaries and expenses are 
to be paid out of-the fees collected for the 
inspection of beer. It provides that every 
person or corporation engaged in the manu- 
facture of beer or malt liquors shall have 
the same inspected by the inspector or his 
assistants before exposing it for sale. 

All beer must be made from pure hops or 
pure barley malt, but the brewer may~use 
wheat or rice grits, not to exceed 33 1-3 per 
cent with 66 2-3 of barley malt. It also pro- 
vides for the inspection of all beer manu- 
factured by brewers outside of the 
State who do business in this State. 
The inspector shall be entitled to receive for 
inspecting and gauging one cent for each

| WILL HELP BEET SUGAR. 


NEW TARIFF EXPECTED TO STIMU- 
LATE THAT INDUSTRY GREATLY, 


Protection on the Raw Product Beins 
Nearly Doubled, It Is Believed, Will 
Result in Larger Domestic Acreage 
~The Trust Chiefly Interested in 
the Change from Ad Valorem to 
Specific Duties, Which Will Put a 
Stop to Gross Frauds.

Washington, D. C., March 10.—{Special.}— 
Little is being talked of among members of 
Congress today in the way of legislation 
except the decision of the Ways and Means 
committee on the sugar tariff. 

The tariff experts in Congress figure out 
that the committee has certainly taken a 
step forward in the direction of the en- 
couragement of the beet sugar industry. 
The tariff is raised materially above present 
rates, which are now 10 per cent, and which 
on the 96-degree sugar under the proposed 
law would be about 72 per cent before the 
margin for reciprocity is taken off, It will 
be seen that the protection on the raw sugar, 
therefore, is nearly doubled. 

The protection on refined sugar, which is 
what the trust is interested in, is nominally 
the same as under the present law—that is 
to say, an eighth of a cent a pound. Under 
the present system, however, the refiners 
get the benefit of the ad valorem rate on 
the refined sugar, and this, with the eighth 
of a cent a pound, gives them a net dis- 
criminating duty of about a third of a cent. 
On its face, therefore, the new tariff is un- 
questionably against the interest of the 
refiner. 

Retaliation for Foreign Bounties. 

They are, however, benefited by the change 
in the discriminating duty against the 
bounty countries. This is now only a tenth 
of a cent per pound, whereas Germany has 
increased its bounty to about three times 
that amount on refined sugar, so that the 
American refiners have been obliged to stand 
the competition of German beet sugar, pro- 
duced under a bounty, which would enable 
the foreigner to pay the discriminating 
duty and still have an ample margin out of 
his bounty. Under the proposed new law 
the discriminating duty will be exactly 
equal to the bounty paid, and to this extent 
the refiners will be largely the gainers, be- 
cause foreign refined sugar will be practical- 
ly barred out of the American market. 

This is an important feature for the trust. 
For the fiscal year 1891-’92, under the Me- 
Kinley law, the importations of European 
refined sugar were 4,534,260 pounds. Two 
years later, during the fiscal year of 1893-, 91. 
they had grown to four times as much. 
Under the present law for the calendar year 
1806 the importations of refined sugar from 
Europe had reached the enormous sum of 
196.680, 895 pounds. 

The chief attack on the methods of the 
sugar trust proposed by the new law is the 
change from ad valorem to specific duties. 
John E. Searles of the sugar trust, Francis 
B. Thurber, who represents them, and scores 
of jobbers, who were directly interested by 
the great monopoly, have appeared before the 
Ways and Means committee, either person- 
ally or by letter, and protested vigorously 
against the idea of specific dutles. The 
evidence showed, however, in spite of the 
declarations of Mr. Searles and others that 
under the present ad valorem system gross 
frauds of undervaluation have been 
practiced. It is a matter of record that the 
appraisers have raised the invoice values in 
more than two-thirds of the importations 
arriving in this country, and even then it has 
been apparent that fraud was going on, for 
the dutiable value at New York has in- 
variably been less than the ordinary market 
value in London. 

Fight for Ad Valorem Duties. 

The sugar trust agents will make a tree 
mendous effort before the Senate to retain 
the ad valorem duties. They have an- 
nounced openly that they could do nothing 
with the Ways and Means committee or 
with the House of Representatives, but are 
bragging of their influence with the Senate. 
The members of the House have kept 
steadily in view the possibility of such de- 
velopment of beet sugar as to result in the 
production of all the raw material needed 
in the United States. The consumption of 
sugar here now is approximately 2,000, 00% 
tons annuaily, of which at present only 
about 10 per cent is produced at home. if 
this all could be grown here, it is figured out, 
it would require the additional cultivation 

of 2,000,000 acres .of land and the paying of 
$20 an acre for labor, amounting to $40,(000,- 
OO) annually to harvest the crop. Besides 
this it is estimated that to operate the fac- 
tories each season and to work the refineries 
for a hundred days annually would involve 
the expenditure of $3,500,000 in addition iv 
the labor of railway employés. The aim of 
the Ways and Means committee to build up 
a great sugar industry in this country is 
based on the theory that as $100,000,000 is 
now sent abroad annually to pay for sugar 
that same sum could be profitably spent at 
home to the profit of American farmers and 
laborers. 


STEWART SEES ASUGAR TRUST SCHEME 


Hoyt Company’s Manager Figures Out 
a Bigger Profit for the Combine 
Under Proposed New Law. 


Graeme Stewart, manager for W. M. Hoyt 
Company, wholesale grocers, is disposed to 
regard dubiously the report of proposed 
changes in the sugar schedule of the tariff 
and holds that, should the changes mentioned 
be made, the effect would be advantageous, 
rather than otherwise, to the sugar trust. 
It will only suffer, if at all, he says, in the 
change from ad valorem to specific duty. 
On the face of the schedule the trust will 
have a profit, he asserts, of % cent a pound, 
instead of u cent, under existing laws. 

Mr. Stewart arrives at this conclusion 
by a simple comparsion between the present 
cost of raw sugar, after paying the duties 
and adding the cost of refining it, with the 
cost of refined sugar. Under existing laws, 
he figures, the tariff profit to the refiner at 
about 22% cents per 100 pounds, after pay- 
ing the duty on the raw sugar and the cost of 
refining. This is approximately 44 cent per 
pound on the average grade of raw sugar. 

Under the new schedule there is to be 
on refined sugar a specific duty of 1% cents, 
a reciprocity duty of \% cent, and a differ- 
ential of cent, making in all a tariff charge 
on each pound of refined sugar imported 
of 1% cents. This amount is, of course, add- 
e@to the price of the prcduct, and so it fixes 
the market price of sugar refined in this 
country, most of which the trust controls. 

But the trust will buy, he says, 75-degree 
test raw sugar, and pay 1 cent per pound 
duty. The cost of refining it is from 4 to % 
cents a pound; and so the total cost, aside 
from the product itself, to the trust, will be 
1% cents a pound cent a pound less than 
what the same sugar would cost those who 
import it refined. 

From what already appears, according to 
Mr. Stewart's estimate, the tariff profit to 
the trust is, under existing laws, only , 
cent a pound—this, upon the supposition 
that the ad valorem duty is faithfully levied, 
and the trust does not add wrongfully to its 
profits. If this be true, according to his fig- 
ures, the trust would make a profit of \ cf 
a cent more under the new tariff than it 
does under the present tariff.

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BX-SENATOR JOSEPH M. DOLPH DEAD. 


Shock Caused by the Amputation of 
His Leg Results Fatally—His Suc- 
cessful Political Career. 


Portland. Ore., March 10.—Ex-WUnited 
States Senator Joseph N. Dolph died at 11:30 
o’clock, this morning. On Monday his leg 
was amputated in the hope of saving his 
life, which was threatened by blood-poison- 
ing. The shock was too great and at no

time since the operation has there been a 
possibility of his recovery. 


{Joseph Norton Dolph was born in Hector, Schuy- 
ler County, N. T.. Oct. 19, 1835. He received a 
common school education as well as private in- 
struction, and for a time attended the Genesee 
Wesleyan Seminary at Lima. Graduating from 
a law course he was admitted to the bar in 1861, 
and practiced his profession in Schuyler County 
for a year, when he enlisted in the army. He was 
appointed Orderly Sergeant in Capt. M. Crawford's 
company, known as the Oregon Escort.“ It 
was the duty of this company to escort companies 
of overland immigrants through the dangerous 
Indian country to the Pacific coast. This brought 
the soldier to Oregon, and in October, 1862, he 
settled in Portland. 

He quickly got into politics, and in 1864 was 
elected City Attorney of Portland, and was sub- 
sequently appointed District Attorney by Pres- 
ident Lincoln. He was three times elected to the 
State Senate, and in 1882 the Republicans sent 
him to the United States Senate, in which he 
served two terms. He received the caucus nomi- 
nation for a third term at the session of the Les. 
islature two years ago, but was defeated after a 
deadlock which lasted until the last day of the 
session, when McBride was elected. Since his 
retirement from the United States Senate Mr. 
Dolph ‘has practiced law in Portland. 


SUDDEN DEATH OF DR. OLAUF DAHL. 


Professor in the Department of Ger- 
manic Languages at the University 
of Chicago Expires in a Hospital, 


Dr. Olauf Dahl, a professor in the depart- 
ment of Germanic languages at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, died at 7 o'clock last 
evening at the Chicago Hospital, Forty- 
ninth street, near Cottage Grove avenue, 
of intestinal obstruction. 

Dr. Dahl was a Norwegian by pirth. He 
came to America while still a young boy. 
He entered Yale University, and took the 
degree of Doctor of Germanic languages, 
and for two or three years after he wasa 
Lutheran minister. He came to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago faculty from Wisconsin. 

Dr. Dahl was 35 years ok! and was unmar- 
ried. He lived at Graduate Hall, at the Uni- 
versity. It is known that he has a brother- 
in-law in Chicago. His relatives are asked 
to communicate with President W. R. Har- 
per at once. 

The remafns were taken last evening to 
Boydiston’s undertaking rooms, Cottage 
Grove avenue and Forty-second street. 


Funeral of Mrs. Beecher. 

Stamford, Conn., March 10.—A simple 
service and prayer were held this afternoon 
over the remains of the late Mrs. Henry 
Ward Beecher at the residence of her son-in- 
law, the Rev. Samuel Scoville, in this city. 
Only the nearest relatives and a very few 
of Mrs. Beecher’s most intimate friends were 
present. After the service the remains were 
removed to the railroad station and placed 
aboard a train for New York. Upon its ar- 
rival there they will be removed to Brook- 
lyn, where, in Plymouth Church, over which 
Mr. Beecher so long presided, the remains 
will lie in state until 2 o’clock Thursday 
afternoon, when the Rev. Lyman Abbott 
will perform the last rites. 


Gen. Frederick Solomon. 

Salgf Lake, Utah, March 10.—Gen. Freder- 
ick Solomon, late of the United States Vol- 
unteer Army, died in this city last evening. 
At the outbreak of the rebellion he was a 
resident of St: Louis, and was mustered in 
as Captain of the Fifth Missouri Cavalry, 
was afterwards appointed Colonel of the 
Ninth Wisconsin Volunteers, and was pro- 
moted Brigadier-General in July, 1862.

The Elsa of Mme. Litvinne was marked by 
the earnestness that distinguishes every 
role she undertakes. To appear the part, 
ideal, maidenly, as it is purposed to be por- 
trayed, is to Mme. Litvinne impossible. As 
a companion figure to the Lohengrin of M. 
Jean de Reszke, who instils so great a de- 
gree of the mystic and who appears the role 
to such completeness, Mme. Litvinne had 
a difficult task. The task in turn became 
equally difficult to M. de Reszke, for 
cne figure does not make a romantic legend 
complete any more than a single swallow 
makes a summer. 


Three Great Artists. 


But M. de Reszke gave himself up to the 
réle of the Knight with a fervor and vocal 
beauty that made much else completely for- 
gotten. He was nobly sustained by M. Ed- 
ouard de Reszke as the King, and by Mr. 
David Bispham as Telramund. These three 
men would have made any performance re- 
markable. 

To their admirable work was added that of 
the orchestra, which, under Mr. Seidl’s di- 
rection last night, played superbly. The 
approach to indifference and lack of interest 
that have made themselves felt at times re- 
cently in this branch of the presentations 
were entirely absent. There was, instead, 
thorough and sympathetic response to the 
masterly reading of the conductor. 

Mr. Bispham's Telramund was the work 
of an eminent artist. Vocally no previous 
artist seen in the part in Chicago within 
recent years can be said to have remotely ap- 
proached him. There were the fullness of 
understanding of the word and knowledge in 
declamatory value so absolutely necessary 
in Wagnerian roles. But beyond this there 
was, and of equal eminence in value in such 
parts, the more seldom one of vocal ex- 
eellence. From his accomplishments of last 
evening he must be acknowledged as in the 
foremost rank of great American singers. 
The fact that he won his distinction entirely 
abroad until this late day is to be regretted.

Guarantee Fund Raised. 


New York, March 10.—[Special.]—Both Ed- 
ward Lauterbach, the Vice-President of Ab- 
bey, Schoeffel & Grau, and Mr. Schoeffel 
admitted today that a guarantee fund had 
been raised to keep the opera company 
afloat. 

Of the $31,000 subscribed $11,000 is from 
members of the company, as follows: Jean 
de Reszke, 98,000; Edouard de Reszke, $2,000; 
Jean Lassalle, $2,000; and Emma Calvé, 
S3. 000. The remainder is subscribed by Rob- 
ert Dunlap, President of the company, $5,000; 
Edward Lauterbach, $2,500; Milward Adams, 
$2,500; Fred Rudman, $2,500; Tyson & Co., 
$2,500; John B. Schoeffel, $2,500; and Maurice 
Grau, $2,500. 

There is an apparent contradiction be- 
tween the seml-official announcements that 
the company had made a profit of $50,000 
during the regular season and the Chicago 
crisis, which was met only by the raising of 
the guarantee fund. This was explained 
by well-informed persons by the statement 
that the company, composed almost en- 
tirely of the creditors of the former firm of 
Abbey, Schoeffel & Grau, had decided to 
liquidate with a good part of their profits 
some old floating debts assumed by it. All 
hopes of Mme. Eames being able to sing with 
her associates before the season is over have 
not yet been abandoned.

Tur New York stock market yesterday 
„opened irregular, but mainly higher. Trad- 
ing in local stocks was almost ata standstill, 
with prices steady. Sterling rates showed a 
slight decline. New York exchange sold at 
60 cents discount.—Leading speculative 
produce markets were moderately active, 
but generally ruled easier in tone. As com- 
pared with the last prices of the previous day 
May wheat closed % cent lower, corn % 
cent lower, oats % cent lower, cash ryegirm, 
barley steady, flaxseed steady, May pork 
2% cents lower, lard 5 cents lower, and ribs 
steady. 


THE powers have given no intimation of 
the course they would follow in view of the 
reply of Greece to their joint note. An ef- 
fort to get Mr. Balfour to agree to makea 
statement to the House of Commons today 

@licited the statement that negotiations 
would not be éufficiently far advanced to 
Warrant making any public announcement 
of policy. It is evident, however, that the 
affair has assumed wholly a diplomatic as- 
pect and that there is no justification for 
alarm lest there be a war either between 
Turkey or Greece, or between any of the 
powers. Official utterances only are to be 
considered practically, and these all point to 
a peaceful solution of the difficulty, with not 
too much humilation to Greece and with the 
concert of the powers strained but still in- 
tact. 


A BILL is pending in the Legislature which 
prévides that the State or any county or mu- 
nicipality may pay the cost of any official 

bond furnished by a surety company to any 
officer,” the cost not to exceed one-half of 
1 per cent per annum. When a law de- 
clares that a city may spend money it 
almcst always does spend it, especially 
when the expenditure is for the benefit of 
an officeholéer. Why should the City of 
Chicago pay a security company for ruaran- 
teeing the honesty of persons whom it may 
have in its employ? The salaries paid are 
ample. If the incumbents do not want to 
bear the expense of giving bonds, then let 
them make way for others who will. Of 
course every officeholder will get out.of the 
city all he can, and if the law allows the 
Council to defray the cost of bonds he will 
demand an eppropriation for his benefit. 


Tum United States navy has been singular- 


ly free from accident during the last few 
days, probably because most of the warships 
are laying up for repairs, or “ laying low” 
until the new Secretary of the Navy gets 
broken in. But the Monftor Puritan happily 
comes to the relief of the unusual monotony 
by appearing disabled off Cape Hatteras. 
The affair is enshrouded in the mystery cus- 
tomary on such occasions, the only specific 
detail known being that the Captain was 
busily engaged signaling: “ Machinery dis- 
abled; cannot make sufficient steam.“ The 
vessel moreover was giving ample evidence 
of its distress, for according to the brief re- 
port it was “steaming back and forth off 
Durant’s Life-Saving Station.” This is a 
species of distress that is new in warship 


practice, and more like that common to the 


genus man. Other warships when in dis- 
tress have made known thé fact by bumping 
against rocks or tranquilly sinking on con- 
venient mud heaps, but the Puritan seems to 
be a more nervous kind of a boat and prances 


tom of the ocean is eo discouragingly far 
from the top. 


THE NEW SUGAR DUTIES. 

The Committee on Ways and Means has 
disposed of the sugar duty question in a 
fairly satisfactory manner. The sugar 
trust is displeased. That is good evidence 
that the committee has had in mind the in- 
terests of the people rather than those of 
that rapacious monopoly. 

The present duty on raw sugar is 40 per 
cent ad valorem. The sugar importers are 
unanimously of the opinion that “an ad 
valorem duty is unfair, unreliable, and ex- 
ceedingly difficult in practice.” The sugar 
trust wants it retained. It is the impres- 
sion of the committee that there have been 
heavy undervaluations and that the govern- 
ment has lost and the trust profited by 
them, 

So the committee has gone back to spe- 
cific duties. It will recommend that the 
highest grade of raw sugar pay 15 cents a 
pound, the duty falling as the saccharine 
strength of the sugar decreases, Under the 
law of 1883 the highest grade of raw sugar 
paid 2 1-5 cents, 

But one-eighth of a cent of the duty is to 
be used for, reciprocity purposes. Where a 
sugar producing country agrees to the ad- 
mission of specified American products on 
favorable terms its Sugar will pay a duty 
of 1% cents, while that from other coun- 
tries which have not made such concessions 
will have to pay 15% cents. 

Last year the United States bought of 
Germany 872 million pounds of beet sugar, 
valued at eighteen millions, The intention 
is undoubtedly to use this reciprocity pro- 
vision to obtain from Germany better treat- 
ment for American meats and some other 
products, the sale of which in German mar- 
kets has been interfered with greatly by 
vexatious and unjust regulations. The 
Germans must be more reasonable or they 
will have to find some other market for 
their immense sugar surpluses. 

Assuming that most of the sugar-pro- 
ducing countries make the desired conces- 
sions, then the highest duty paid on nearly 
an the sugar imported will be 1½ cents. 
The estimated revenue, on the basis of last 
years importations of 3,600 million pounds 
of dutiable sugar, will be 47 to 50 millions. 
Last year it was 32 millions. 

Where foreign countries pay an export 
bounty on sugar the President is authorized 
to levy a discriminating duty on such sugar 
exactly equal to the bounty itself. The ex- 
port bounty paid now by Germany, which 
sends much sugar to the United States, is 
two-fifths of a cent a pound. So if Ger- 
many does not make satisfactory reciprocity 
agreements and also continues paying the 
present bounty the beet sugar coming from 
that part of the world will have to pay a 
little over half a cent a pound more than 
ca ne sugar from countries which may have 
reciprocity agreements. 

The increased duties will give more pro- 
tection to the cane and beet sugar producers 
of the United States. So they ought to be 
happy. They are able to get along with the 
duty as it is. They ought to make quite 
enough money when the protection is raised 
from 40 per cent to about 70. The beet 
sugar industry will be extended in Ne- 
braska, California, and other States. 

The differential duty on refined sugar, 
which gives protection to the American re- 
finers, is fixed at an eighth of a cent a pound. 
It is that now. But it is claimed that under 
the present ad valorem system the sugar 
trust really gets a differential of a third of 
a cent a pound, while under the new arrange- 
ment it will not be able to make as heavy 
profits as it has been making. 

The agents of the trust pleaded with the 
committee for the retentionof the ad valorem 
duties and higher protection. They have 
been denied both, properly. They are going 
to carry their case to the Senate. where they 
have always had. influential friends, and 
make their fight there. 

Republican Senators who do not wish 
their party to be identified in the public 
mind with this most odious of all the trusts 
must be on their guard. Doubtless the 
sngar schedule will be all right when the 
tariff bill leaves the House. When it gets 
into the Senate an attempt will be made to 
amend it, professedly in order to enable the 
trust “to pay better wages,” etc. The real 
object will be to enable the trust to keep on 
paying its enormous dividends on its wat- 
ered stock. 


SYLVESTER SCOVEL RELEASED. 

The new administration in Washington 
has shown that it intends to protect Amer- 
ican citizens from persecution in Cuba. It 
has secured the release of Sylvester Scovel, 
the New York newspaper correspondent, 
and bas given Spain to understand that it 
will not brook a continuance of the Spanish 
policy of ill-treating citizens of the United 
States. Scovel went to Cuba in a lawful 
manner as an accredited and reputable 
newspaper correspondent. According to 
the position held by the United States, no 
state of war prevailed in the island. Spain 
insisted also and yet insists that there is no 
war in Cuba. Scovel’s purpose was to go 
to the camps of the insurgents and see for 
himself what the real conditions were. He 
did not go oh behalf of Spain or against 
Spain, but merely as an emissary of the 
American people, and the information he 
obtained was obtained solely for the en- 
lightenment of the American people. He 
was not acting in the capacity of a spy to 
report to the Cuban patriots what Weyler 
and his men were doing, nor was he pene- 
trating the insurgent lines to get information 
for the Spanish Generals. Weyler is fully 
equipped with competent spies and the in- 
surgents have no need of the assistance of 
newspaper correspondents in obtaining ac- 
curate information of the movements of the 
Spanish army. ‘ 

Scovel was occupying no official or other 
relations with either side in the contest ex- 
cept to be present with note-book and pencil 
to observe what was going on for the infor- 
mation of the newspaper readers of the 
United States. But while he was engaged 
in this harmless business he was set upon, 
arrested, and cast into prison. Secretary 
Olney was appealed to for assistance by 
the New York newspaper which Scovel 
represents. Scovel’s prompt release was 
demanded of Olney by the newspaper, but 
the Secretary of State would do no more 
than to seek to save Scovel from a military 
trial and the prompt execution which usu- 
ally follows these farces. , 

Scovel was accordingly stowed away ina 
cell in the Province of Sancti Spiritus, part 
of the time in imminent fear of being mur- 
dered and all the time subjected to gross 
indignities. Nothing was done for him by 
Olney, nothing by Cleveland, and he would 
doubtless have remained in this cell indef- 
initely if there had been no change in the 
administration. But the change came. 
Cleveland and Olney retired and McKinley 
and Sherman came in, and the status of 
American citizenship felt the protecting in- 
fluence immediately. Scovel was known 
personally to the new Prsident, on whose

This will doubtless be the 
second case to be acted upon by the new ad- 
ministration, and it is safe to predict that 
Cepero will be a free man as soon as the 
State Department becomes cognizant of the 
injustice to which he has been subjected.

NO MORE “ ENDURANCE BICYCLE RACES.’ 

The bill introduced in the Legislature at 
Springfield providing that in all long- 
time bicycle contests a rest of at least 
six hours must follow every twelve hours of 
racing should eliminate the objeetionable 
feature from the endurance tests that have 
been falsely termed six-day races. The 
public wants no more exhibitions like that 
recently held at Tattersall's, and bicycle 
riders should be protected from the tempta- 


tion to match their endurance against the 


flight of time. 

Mr. Shanahan’s measure imposes a heavy 
fine or imprisonment for every violation, 
and, in order to be more effective, includes 
in its provisions “ any person, persons, or 
corporation who rent, lease, let, or hire any 
building, race track, park, or road, be they 
public or private, to any one for the purpose 


of conducting a bicycle race not in aceord¢ 


ance with the section of the act.” It is well 
to make this law as sweeping and drastic as 
possible, so that there may be no loophole 
for evasion. There is not a redeeming 
feature in these six-day races as they have 
been held on which to hang a defense. They 
are simply public efforts on the part of the 
riders to defy the rules of nature to the ex- 
treme limit of human endurance. ‘The race 
or speed element isa bagatelle. The riders 
are lured on \° the attempt by the hope of 
winning a financial prize. The entries us- 
ually are numerous. But the race farce is 
soon played out and as the weaker men drop 
out one by one as each reaches the last 
stage of physical exhaustion, the few made of 
sterner stuff or who are more callous to their 
suffering continue to plod along, sustained 
by drugs and other stimulants. The spec- 
tacle is still fresh in the public mind of that 
procession of weary wheelmen, emaciated, 
stupefied in some cases, with senses partly 
dulled by frequent potions, yet sticking to 
the pedals, although every revolution was 
attended by an anguish that made the hu- 
mane spectators shudder in sympathy. 

If individual wheelmen choose to waste 
their strength and vitality in such reckless, 
wholesale expenditures there may be no 
way to stop them, but at least the law ought 
to prevent the performance takiug place in 
public. It is safe to predict, however, that 
no bicycle rider would attempt such a fool- 
ish test if he were not spurred on by the 
hope of gain and sustained partly by the 


‘inspiration of the music and the plaudits of 
the crowd.

TRUDE WOULD NOT PAY THE, PRICE. 

A. S. Trude has ceased to be a candidate 
for the Democratic Mayoralty nomination. 
He has been sacrificed on the altar of 16 
to 1. The malevolent dictator of the party 
has informed him that the debasement of 
the currency must continue to be the Demo- 
cratic creed, and that it must be the issue 
of the approaching municipal election. 

All questions of reform and good govern- 
ment must be given the go-by. It makes 
no difference how the city is ruled, in Alt- 
geld’s opinion, so long as the influence of 
Chicago can be thrown in favor of the dis- 
honest project to change the standard of 
values in such a way that every man who 
has loaned money or sold property on time 
may be defrauded one-half. 

Last year when the Democratic party 
adopted by a vote of two to one a plat- 
form containing this monstrous proposition 
Mr. Trude did not revolt. He has always 
been a strong partisan. While he despised 
the platform he decided to stick by his party 
and minimize as much as possible the mis- 
chicf it might do rather than bolt. He 
had never voted a Republican ticket. He 
felt that he must live and die a Democrat. 

So Mr. Trude stood by Bryan and Alt- 
geld during the national campaign. But 
the present municipal contest is, in his opin- 
ion, one with which national issues have 
nothing to do. The only questions to be 
considered are municipal questions, in some 
of which Mr. Trude is much interested. 

Taking that view of the case he became a 
candidate. But the dictator, Altgeld, had 
other views. He demanded a platform 
with the single plank of 16 to 1 and a can- 
didate who would be content to run for 
Mayor on that single plank. 

Naturally, Mr. Trudecould not stand that. 
He is a lawyer. He believes in the sanc- 
tity of contracts. He thinks that where a 
man has bought property and agreed to pay 
a certain price forit, it would be scoundrelly 
to allow him to pay only half the price, and 
yet keep all the property. When a man 
has borrowed money Mr. Trude does not 


believe the government should step in and 


by lowering the standard of value enable 
him to get a receipt in full payment, al- 
though he had handed over only half what 
he owes. 

If Altgeld had asked that existing con- 
tracts be exempted from the operation of 
a new, cheap silver monometallic standard 
and that it apply only to contracts made 
under it Mr. Trude’s objection to the Alt- 
geld program would not have been so pro- 
nodunced.4 He would have asked what 
would be gained by the change and what 
figure it cut in a local election, but he would 
have admitted that the proposition was not 
scoundrelly. 

But Altgeld made no such concession. 
Therefore Mr. Trude abandoned his can- 
didacy peremptorily. He would not be Al- 
geld’s tool. He would not pay Altgeld’s 
price. He would not run for Mayor for the 
purpose of getting from the voters an in- 
dorsement of a doctrine they had repudiated 
last year—a doctrine which, if put in 
practice, would annihilate in this city alone 
credits to the amount of over a hundred 
millions. 

There are others who are ready to pay 
Altgeld’s price. Mr. Trude, a lawyer, who 
believes in the inviolability of contracts, 
steps aside for them. Mr. Harrison seems 
to be the successful bidder. He is ready to 
do all Altgeld demands. He will indorse 
his free silver and anarchistic sentiments. 
If he were to be elected he would be a 
faithful servant of Altgeld. The latter 
would be the real Mayor and Harrison only 
the good boy who did whatever his master 
bid him. 

The docility of Harrison, who would be a 
puppet Mayor, and his readiness to ingorse 
any views, however vicious, which Altgeld 
may put forth, commend him| strongly to 
the dictator. He seems to be sure of the 
nomination to be made today.

HOW TO HEAD OFF IMPORTERS. 

The Committee on Ways and Means will 
recommend an increase of the duties on 
raw sugar for revenue purposes. But if 
the tariff bill of which that increase is to 
fourm a part does not become a law for 
weeks and months after it has been intro- 
duced there will be a repetition of the un- 
happy experiences of 1804. 

During the long interval between the 
time when it was decided to take sugar off 
the free list and the date when the Wilson- 
Gorman law went into effect the sugar trust 
bought up and imported all the raw sugar 
it could find in the markets of the world. 
Those imports paid no duty to the govern- 
ment, which thus lost millions of revenue, 
but the consumers were charged as much 
for that sugar as if it had paid duty. 

The trust will endeavor to play that 
game again to the loss of the government 
and its own enrichment. It will be suc- 
cessful if the sugar question is handled in 
the customary way. But it need not be. 
The sugar schedule should be put in a sep- 
arate bill and acted on first. It can be sent 
to the Senate next week. That body, slow 
as it is in its movements, ought to be able 
to dispose of it in a few days. 

It is not denied by the Democratic Sena- 
tors that there must be more revenue and 
that one of the simplest, easiest ways of get- 
ting it is by increasing the sugar duty. 
Even if there are Senators who for some 
reason are opposed to an increase they 
must feel that they are powerless to pre- 
vent it, and that factious opposition on 
their part can only delay the time when 
the government will begin collecting higher 
duties. 

Factious opposition to a measure which 
included sugar alone would be manifestly 
in the interests of the trust to enable it to 
stock up with sugar. It is doubtful wheth- 
er there are any Senators who would be so 
indifferent to public sentiment as to ob- 
struct the passage of a sugar bill and thus 
deprive the government of revenue. 

There are other schedules. which may be 
dealt with in the same way. The duties on 
tobacco are to be increased. Every avail- 
able bale of Sumatran tobacco may be im- 
ported under the present lower duty if the 
tariff question is considered as a whole, 
and no law is enacted until every item has 
been fought over. In that ease the govern- 
ment will lose millions of revenue and the 
importers will make millions. | 

President McKinley dwelt at length in 
his inaugural message on the necessity for 
adequate revenue. Congress should give 
him additional revenue speedily. The way 
to do it is to legislate first regarding those

THE STREET-CLEANING PROBLEM. 

In pointing out the inability of a Mayor to 
fulfill absolutely a promise to keep the 
streets so clean that there can be no cause 
for complaint about their condition, TER 
TRIBUNE does not mean to intimate that at 


no time in the year have the streets been 


kept clean. On the contrary, during cer- 
tain months of the year Commissioner 
Downey, a most efficient official, has kept 
the streets in excellent condition with an 
expenditure of less money than was al- 
lowed to his recent predecessors. But there 
are seasons when no Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works can keep the streets clean, or even 
get them clean, with the money appropriated 
by the Council, nor with a far greater sum 
than any Council would be likely to devote 
to the purpose. 

That is the case in the spring months, 
when the snow and ice are passing away 
and the frost is leaving the ground. In 
March and April the unpaved streets be- 
come quagmires and the unpaved alleys be- 
come cesspools, and these deposits are car- 
ried away by the passing teams and scat- 
tered copiously over the paved streets of 
the city, which have already their own ex- 
cess of accumulated mud. A similar condi- 
tion prevails in the fall just before the frost 
comes, and also for a few days after the 
heavy rains of midsummer. To keep the 
streets clean at these times so that people 
would not grumble and complain is practic- 
ally impossible, and will be impossible until 


streets are paved. In paving the alle 
granite block, granite macadam, or vitrifi 
brick should be used. n 
should never be used for streets or alleys, 
for this soon crumbles away into the clay 
from which it was formed and becomes mud 
in wet weather or offensive dust in dry and 
windy weather, 

But while awaiting the time when prop- 
erty-owners will be willing to stand the ex- 
pense of these improvements in paving,

is factory, Judge Sears after he is eleeted 
Mayor will do the best that can be done 
under civil service regulations with the 
money voted by the Council. His adminis- 
tration will even excel in point of efficiency 
that of the present efficient Commissioner 
of Public Works. When the streets can be 
kept clean they will be kept clean, and an 
effort will be made to make this cover as 
much of the year as possible. 

The passage of the bill before the Legis- 
lature authorizing cities to make five-year 
contracts for the burning of garbage would 


be of great advantage in the solution of the 


street cleaning problem. When these con- 
tracts ean be made and be in operation there 
will not be as much refuse dumped in the 
alleys or scattered over the streets. That 
bill ought to pass in time for the contracts 
to be made by the present City Council, so 
that at least during the latter part of the 
administration of Mayor Nears the people 
would begin to enjoy the benefits of the cre- 
mation of garbage.

ABOUT THE SEAT OF WAR, 


Greece has a population of 2,187,208, 
No part of Greece is forty miles from the sea.

The Greek flag is a white cross on a blue ground, 
the Bavarian colors and the Greek cross.

Russia. 


The standing army of Greece consists of 16,280 
nifantry, 3,120 cavalry, 3,842 artillery, 1,080 engi- 
neers, and 3,400 officers. 

The legislative power of Greece is vested in a 
single body, called the Boule. The members are 
elected by the people every four years. 

The present boundary limits of Greece were de- 
termined by an arrangement by Great Britain, 
France, Russia, and Turkey July 21, 1832. 


MORE WALDENSES ARE COMING OYER. 


One Thousand Italian Protestants to 
Join the Colony in the Tennes- 
see Mountains This Spring. 


Nashville. Tenn., March 10.—It is expected 
that more than 1,000 of the Waldenses will 
come here this spring from their former 
homes in Alpine valleys to join the colony 
that established itself 350 strong near Mor- 
ganton in 1893. There are about 25,000 of 
the Waldenses who still live in the Vales 
of the Vaudois.” They occupy a tract of 
country about eighteen miles square in Pied- 
mont. The leaders of the colonies in the 
Tennessee mountains say that by the year 
1900 almost the entire populatiof of the 
Waldensian villages in Europe will have im- 
migrated to this country. 

There are three colonies of the Waldenses 
in the two Americas—one in the Argentine 
Republic, one in Uruguay, and the other, 
and what is likely to be their pérmanent 
home, in the Tennessee mountains. The two 
colonies in South America are small, are 
dissatisfied with their location, and are 
likely to come here eventually. High taxes, 
ever increasing, their more than crowded 
condition, and the enormous cost of land are 
some of the causes of the removal of these 
people from their home in Evrope. 

The first colony that came to American set- 
tled in Burke County, North Carolina, in the 
summer of 1898. Under the leadership of 
Dr. Teofilo Gai and the Rev. C. A. Tron they 
purchased several thousand acres of land 
and obtained a period of twenty years in 
which to pay for it. Since then they have 
succeeded far beyond their expectations, and 
have negotiated for 10,000 acres just across 
in Tennessee, which will be filled by the new- 
comers. They have also secured options on 
many thousands of acres of contiguous 
mountain lands, which will be purchased in 
case the immigration warrants it. 

Valdese is the principal town of the Wal- 
denses in the Tennessee mountains, and is 
ten miles from Morganton. It is situated on 
the Western North Carolina railroad, and 
covers more than forty acres of ground, 
having doubled in population and area since 
its foundation. The Waldenses have no 
idlers among them, and the colony is like a 
beehive. They produce everything on their 
farm lands that will grow successfully in 
that region. When winter comes the farm- 
ers work in factories. The colony was a 
corporation, governed by nine directors, six 
of whom were Waldenses and three Ameri- 
cans, until last year, when the lands were 
equally divided among the colonists. They 
have a surplus of land which is blocked off 
to newcomers. Each freehoider owns 100 
acres of land and has to pay his proportion- 
ate part of all debts incurred by the com- 
munity. Tanneries, stone quarries, coal and 
mica mining, farming, lumbering, and half 
a dozen factories are carried on.

University of Illinois, by Action of Its 
Trustees, Takes In College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. 


At a meeting of the trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois at Champaign yesterday 
the Chicago College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons became a part of the university. 

Its formal management by the university 
authorities will begin with the fall term. 
It is said no radical change will be made in 
the conduct of the medical school. 

Dr. D. A. K. Steele, President of the latter, 
said yesterday with reference to the union: 
„ne college property will remain in the 
hands of our present Board of Trustees. 
But, while we expect the college to support 
itself, its funds will pass through the hands 
of the university trustees, and our faculty 
will also be elected by them. There will be 
no change, however, in the faculty or the 
management, and the only effect of the new 
arrangement will be to addd to the prestige 
of the college and also of the university. 
The university will hereafter issue the di- 
plomas, and we think the mutual advantage 


will be considerable.” 

Miss Violet D. Jayne of Minneapolis, 
Minn., was elected dean of the Women’s 
Department of the university yesterday. 

The number of fellowships was increased 
to eight and the yearly amount yielded by 
each reduced from $400 to $300.

DREDGERS HAVE ONE PRICE FOR 
FILLING THE LAKE-FRONT. 


South Park Board Promptly Lays Five 
Proposals on the Table—It Does Not 
Feel Like Paying Five Cents More 
n Yard for Earth than It Expends 
at the World’s Fair Site—A. H. Green 
Admits No Combine—Features of 
thé Case. 


Five of the largest local dredging com- 
panies, on which the South Park Commis- 
sloners have been depending largely for 
the filling-in of the Lake-Front Park, have 
made an agreement to do the filling at what 
is considered by a part of the Commissioners 
as an exorbitant figure, and the Commis- 
sioners, if the companies stick to their 
price, may be compelled to pay it or let the 
park go unfilled. 

At the meeting of the South Park Com- 
missioners yesterday afternoon the Fitz- 
Simons & Connell company, Green's Dredg- 
ing company, the Lydon & Drews company, 
the Illinois Dredging company, and the Chi- 
cago Dredging and Dock company submit- 
ted a proposition, in response to a request 
from Engineer Foster of the board, to dump 
1,000,000 cubic yards of dredged material 
inside the breakwater at the rate of ll 
cents a cubic yard. 

The 1,000,000 cubic yards of material were 
to come from the Drainage Canal and from 
the Chicago River. If the Park Commis- 
sioners did not want the material for the 
new park, it was argued, the companies 
would be compelled to dump it in the lake 
anyway, and to tow it out into deep water. 
They would be obliged also to stop work 
in rough weather, while in dumping inside 
the breakwater the work could go on prac- 
tically without interruption. 


Sources of the Filling. 

The South Park Commissioners, it is said, 
will be obliged to look for their Lake-Front 
filling to the dredging companies that have 
work on the drainage canal and the Chica- 
go River. If the filling has to be bought 
outright it will make the cost of the park 
enormous. 

The Park Commissioners have been de- 
pending on getting their filling for the new 
ground at a comparatively low figure, be- 
cause they knew the material had to be 
towed out into the lake and dumped, any- 
way, and it was believed the expense of 
dumping it inside the breakwater would 
1 greater than to dump it in mid- 
Ake. 

The commission is now paying about six 
cents a cubic yard for dredging at Jackson 
Park, where the dredged material has to 
be removed only a short distance. Even at 
this figure it was felt the two propositions 
are hardly comparable, when it is consid- 
ered that the dumping has to be done by 
the companies on their other contracts. 

According to the proposition submitted 
to the board yesterday, however, the five 
dredging companies not only demand 11 
cents a cubic yard for the work, but they 
demand also that the dumping shall be done 
at their own pleasure, or as the material 
is taken from the river and the canal. 


Commissioner Donnersberger Objects. 
The proposition was tabled almost as 
soon as it was read. Commissioner Don- 
nersberger was the only) member who even 
cared to discuss it, and he was outspoken 
against the contract price demanded. 

In the first place,“ he said, the South 
Park Commissioners don’t know whether 
they own the park, and we are not going to 
make such a contract and spend a lot of 
money till we know where we stand. In the 
second place, 11 cents is far too high. I 
suppose you might all it a combination of 
the dredging companies. We are getting 
work done by the companies now at about 
6 cents a cubic yard, and I guess we will 
look around a bit before we let a contract 
for such a price as that.“ 

A. H. Green of Green's Dredging com- 
pany said of the proposition last night: 

1 know that our company for one would 
not dump inside the breakwater for less 
than 11 cents. I don’t think it would pay 
us to do it at a lower price. I can't say 
there was any agreement on the part of the 
vompanies not to do it for a lower price if 
we are not offered the 11 cents asked. It 
costs much more to dump in shallow water 
on account of the necessity of keeping a 
channel clear for the scows, and thereisa 
constant expense from scows and tugs go- 
ing aground and cables breaking.“ 


Board Election Deferred. 

The South Park Commissioners yester- 
day postponed the election of officers till 
the 14th of April. Commissioner Best was 
elected President pro tem. The matter of 
a site for the Field Columbian Museum will 
not be taken up before the next regular 
meeting. In all probability, it was said, the 
site chosen will be the foot of Congress 
street, which the board nearly unanimously 
favors. The three members present at yes- 
terday’s meeting, Commissioners Hodgkins, 
Donnersberger, and Best, voted the moral 
support of the board for the anti-biliboard 
ordinance, and, referred a request of the 
Cosmopolitan Electric company to lay con- 
duits under Jackson boulevard to the Presi- 
dent and committee of the commission. The 
contract for paving Jackson boulevard east 
of the river will be let probably either to 
the Barber or the Bermudez Asphalt com- 
pany. The former bid $2.90 and the latter 
$2.89 a.square yard. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Superintendent and President 
pro tem. for investigation. 


St. Louis. Mo., March 10.—[(Special.]—The con- 
vention of the Western Fire Insurance Union made 
considerable progress in its labors today. 

The union declared in no uncertain terms its 
intention to wage bitter war against non-union 
companies. With this object in view the number 
of union agents in St. Louis and Cleveland, which 
up to the present time was only three, was in- 
creased without limit so as to give union com- 
panies in these cities the same advantages enjoyed 
by non-union concerns. The number of union 
agents in Chicago and Louisville remains the 
same, three. Cincinnati's allowance will receive 
attention tomorrow. 

While discussing the fight on non-union compa- 
nies two courses of procedure were proposed. It 
was suggested by many of the members that com- 
mission rates to agents be increased to 20 per cent 


and over, non-union companies paying 20 per cent 


and union companies 16 at the present time. 
Quite a large number in the convention favored 
lowering the schedule to the public. 

Representatives of foreign companies were es- 
pecially friendly to this proposition. The ques- 
tion was left open when the convention adjourned 
with the understanding that it be further consid- 
ered tomorrow. 

The Chicago delegation was enthusiastic tonight 
because of the success of one of their pet schemes, 
For some time they have been Working to secure 
the permission of the union to allow the use of 
acetylene gas in buildings. This permission was 
granted, and the gas may used under certain 
restrictions. The generating apparatus must be 
of a certain character, and must be safely placed.

| Ann Arbor Opposed His Stand on the 


Question of the New Rules, While 
Northwestern Condemns It—Purdue 
Will Observe the Regulation—Illi- 
mois Is Inclined to Side with Chi- 
cago and Wisconsin Is Undecided— 
First Regiment Meet May e Oc. 


The score of colleges which are embraced 
in the Western Intercollegiate Amateur 
Athletic Association are preparing for war. 
According to dispatches they may not all 
be united in the quarrel which now impends 
with the A. A. U., but those who do not 
express themselves favorably have in sev- 
eral cases misconstrued Prof. Stagg's posi- 
tion, as defined in yesterday’s TRIBUNE. 

Prof. Stagg does not say that his meet 
should be considered closed under the new 
A. A. U. rules, In fact, he says that R. E. 
Fishburn, President of the Central Division 
of the A. A. U., probably knows what he 
is talking about when he declares it an open 
event. The athletic professor may contest 
with the A. A. U. by standing upon the 
third article of the articles of alliance be- 
tween the A. A. U. and the W. I. C. A. A. A., 
which is somewhat ambiguous. This article 
reads: 

All games open only to members of the W. I. 
C. A. A. A. shall be held under W. I. C. A. A. A. 
rules, but games open to all amateurs shall be held 
under rules of the A. A. U. 

The articles of alliance take precedence 
of any rules of the A. A. U. Mr. Stagg may 
endeavor to show that the proposed dual 
meet with the First Regiment is not open to 
all amateurs and his contention will be sup- 
ported by many Western schools. 


Mr. Stagg’s Position. 


The question at issue in Mr. Stagg's opinion 
is the freedom of Western college athletics 
from all outside interference. This does not 
mean, he says, the abandonment of the 
schools to a chaotic condition. 

All the Western schools except North- 
western University are now under the strong 
and sufficient rules of the W. I. A. A. A., 
which are in the opinion cf many athletes 
of a higher standard than the rules of the 
Union. 

The feeling among the athletes at the 
university of Chicago is uniformly in favor 
of their athletic professor. Capt. Stcig- 
meyer and almost all the other men have 
perfect confidence in Stagg’s position, and 
are willing to enter the meet even at the risk 
of their amateur standing. Prof. Stagg said 
yesterday: 

The Athietie Board of this university 
has not had a regular meeting to consider 
this case, but I have carefully polled every 
one and am acting on the opinion expressed’ 
unanimously. The board will meet’ Satur- 
day afternoon and wili confirm my action. 


To Make a Test Case. 


* As to the meet there is no doubt but that 
it will come off Saturday night. Capt. 
Byrnes of the First Regiment has assured 
me that his men are ready to go into the 
meet without sanction in order to make a 
test case of what they consider an arbitrary 
rule—namely: the making of the word ama- 
teur one that must be bought.“ 


Meet Will Be Called Of. 


Owing to the difficulties which have arisen 
concerning the sané¢tion and registration of 
the University of Chicago and First Regi- 
ment athletes for their dual meet, which 
was to have taken pace on March 13, it is 
almost a certainty that the meet will be 
called off. 

President Herman of the First Regiment 
Cycling and Athletic club had a long con- 
ference with R. E. Fishburn of the Amateur 
Athletic Union yesterday afternoon, and it 
is understood that the Regiment athletes 
will not compete in the event of the meets 
not being sanctioned, as it .would simply 
kill the soldiers’ chances to compete in the 
military carnival which takes place in May, 
as well as any other meets given under the 
Amateur Athletic Union. 

The club, according to its officers, does 
not care to risk having its athletes black- 
listed, as they have made such a good show- 
ing the last winter with the indoor meets, 
and feel that their athletes stand a good 
chance with any of the top-notchers in 
the West. 


A. A. U. Does Not Interfere. 


R. E. Fishburn said last night concerning 
Prof. Stagg's contention: 

Mr. Stagg is giving the wrong impression 
when he seems to think the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union desires to interfere in intercol- 
legiate athletics. The Intercollegiate Asso- 
ciation and the Amateur Athletic Union 
have their rules and we are willing to let 
the colleges manage their own affairs and 
want them to do so, but when a college 
enters into arrangements for a dual meet 
with an athletic club which is a member of 
the Athletic Union, as the First Regiment 
Athletic club is, A. A. U. rules of course 
govern. The First Regiment meet will be 
called off. The members will not participate 
in a meet without sanction, and I do not be- 
lieve the Chicago University athletes will 
all support Mr. Stagg's contention. He 
wanders from the point by asserting it is 
interference with intercollegiate sport. He 
might enter into meets with several athletic 
clubs as well as with one and set up the 
— contention that it was a ‘closed 

cet.“ 


Northwestern Is Opposed. 


The athletic authorities at Northwestern 
University were greatly agitated yesterday 
upon hearing Prof. Stagg's bold declaration 
against the mandates of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union, and they were unanimous in de- 
claring their allegiance to strictly amateur 
sport as upheld by the A. A. U. 
Northwestern University will, moreover, 
refuse to meet in athletic circles any of the 
men who, by ignoring the rules of the A. A. 
U., may become blacklisted from the roll of 
amateur athletes. 

Prof. Bryan, the physical instructor at 
Northwestern University, when seen yes- 
terday, said: ; 

“Northwestern University will not back 
Mr. Stagg in the course he appears about to 
take against the ruling of the A. A. U., as it 
is, in my opinion, directly in opposition to the 
principles of pure athletics. I was surprised 
to see a man of Mr. Stagg's prominence in 
Western athletic circles make so culpable a 
blunder in the rules, or he will if he intends to 
abide by them, or if he intends to deliberately 
oppose the rules, to ‘ buck against a stone 
wall,’ as it were, where there is nothing to 
gain and everything to lose 

As soon as I saw the article in this 
morning’s TRIBUNE, I immediately cut it 
out, and sent it to Mr. James Sullivan of 
New York, who is the Chairman of the 
Registration Board of the A. A. U., asking 
him what would be done in the matter, and 
asking what course we should pursue toward 
Chicago, as Northwestern did not wish to go 
into anything with her eyes shut. 

Now, if Mr. Stagg's mistake is merely in 
reading the rules, I can show exactly where 
he is wrong. Rule I of the A. A. U., reads: 

On and after March 1, 1897, in no meet- 
ing, game, or entertainment, that has been 
sanctioned or scheduled by the A. A. U., or 
any of its branches, shall an athlete's entry 
be accepted unless he shall have received 
from the Secretary: of the A. A. U. a num- 
bered certificate of registration, stating thet 
he is an amateur and eligible to compete in 
amateur sports. The provisions of this rule 
do not apply to events that are closed,“ i. e., 
open only to the members of the single orga- 
nization giving said games.’ 

Now on the words’ single organization ’ 
hangs Mr. Stagg's error, and the very fact 
that the meet in question is a dual one and 
open to members of both the First Regiment 
and University of Chicago, proves that it is 
not a closed one, and therefore it comes 
under this rule. | 

“Of course, if Mr. Stagg’s intentions are 
to openly oppose the A. A. U., under the im- 
pression that the Western colleges will sup- 
port him, I think he will find that he has 
‘barked up the wrong tree,” and that he 
himself is the one who will be up astump.’ ” 


May Refuse to Meet Chicago. 


R. E. Wilson, manager of Northwestern 
track athletics, said: 

„think that Prof. Stagg. who of all others 
in the West bas apparently been so anxious 
for purity in athletics, has been 
hasty in taking the course he has, as it is 
exactly opposite to his previously avowed 
principles, if Chicago men enter the 
meet without the sanction of the A. A. U. 
we refuse to meet them in future

Purdue Favors the Rule. 

Lafayette, Ind., March 10.—{Special.}]— 
Regarding Prof. Stagg's pronunciamento, 
wherein he issues defiance to the new rule 
of the Amateur Athletic Union requiring all 
amateur athletes to register in the union, 
the professor is likely to go it alone so far 
as obtaining any aid from Purdue Univer- 
sity is concerned. THE TRIBUNB correspon- 
dent interviewed President Smart of Purdue 
on the subject this afternoon. His reply 
was exceedingly brief. He said: 

“As at present advised Purdue is in favor 
of the Amateur Athletic Union rules.“ 

Wisconsin Is Undecided. 

Madison, Wis., March 10.—[Special.]—The 
rule is somewhat ambiguous as regards a 
contest between a college and an athletic 
club and on this account opinions differ as 
to the correctness of Mr. Stags's position. 
The Wisconsin track athletes will not reg- 
ister for their contests as games falling 
under intercollegiate rules are exempt.

Harrison Hall of Ohio Is Chosen, 


If Passed at Springfield Racing Under 
Restrictions Will Be Allowed in II- 
linois—Provides 
Books and Selling of Pools by Cor- 
porations Organized for Purpose of 
Holding Competitive Exhibitions of 
Speed and Endurance in Horses. 


Senator Harding will this weeek introduce 
a bill in the IUinois Legislature which, if 
passed, will allow racing under restrictiors. 

It provides for the making of books and 
selling of pools by corporations organized 
for the purpose of holding competitive ex- 
hibitions of contests of speed and endurance 
in horses. 

The inclosure or fair ground must be not 
less than twenty acres in cxtent; no foreign 
book to be allowed; duration of meetings 
not longer than thirty days; no racing 
earlier than 12:30 p. m. or later than 7:50; 
awarding of prises and judging of stock al- 
lowed between 9 and 11:30 a. m.; meetings 
must take place between May 1 and Nov. 1 
of each year. 

A new race track cannot be built within 
two milés of one already in existence, ac- 
cording to the bill. 
tracks exist within two miles of each other 
the one first established is to have the priv- 
ileges of the act. 

Any person or persons, either as individ- 
uals or officers of any association, giving 
race meetings where pools are sold or books 
made in violation of the terms stated shall 
pay to the county not less than $500 or more 
than $1,000 each day, and conviction of such 
violation of the law shall be sufficient cause 
for forfeiture of charter and liability to fine 
and imprisonment. 

Associations shall upon Dec. 1 of each year 
furnish a statement (sworn to by the proper 
official) to the County Treasurer giving the 
receipts for admission, and before the 15th 
of said month of December pay to the 
County Treasurer 5 per cent of the gross 
amount of all income and receipts. The 
County Treasurer shall have the right to 
make complete examination of the books. 

Failure to make report insures liability to 
a suit, and, a judgment rendered, dclin- 
quents shall be charged 50 per cent as dam- 
ages. 

Moneys received by the County Treasurer 
pursuant to the provisions ef this act shall 
before the Ist of May thereafter be paid 
over to the Treasurer of the State Board of 
Agriculture, one-fourth of such money to 
be used as premiums on improved breeds of 
horses, cattle, sheep, and hogs at the State 
Fair, the other three-fourths to be distrib- 
uted as equally as possible and paid to such 
local agricultural societies as shali have 
made the reports now required by Sec. 7 of 
an act to revise the law in relation to the 
Department of Agriculture, agricultural so- 
cieties and fairs, and to provide for the re- 
ports of same.

HORSEMEN FORM AN ASSOCIATION. 


New Organization Elects Officers at 
Meeting at Palmer House Aft- 
er a Liwely Row. 


The International Horsemen's Associa- 
tion came into existence yesterday as the 
outcome of the meeting held at the Palmer 
House by the breeders, owners, and drivers 
of the trotting and pacing horse. Those 
present were C. C. Jerome, Jack Splan, W. 
P. Maloney, E. B. Martin, R. E. Edmundson, 
Roy Miller, T. J. Dunbar, W. P. Dickinson, 
J. E. Corrigan, Thomas Boyle, H. H. Brown, 
D. W. Brenneman, C. A. Miles, A. A. Swear- 
ingen, J. W. Scarborough, J. B. Jackson, F. 
J. Berry, Thomas H. Gill, and several lesser 
lights. | 

It was a meeting called to hear the report 
of an advisory committee, and its sugges- 
tions as to organization met with general 


favor. 

The association is incorporated without 
capital under the laws of the State of Wis- 
consin, the incorporators being J. W. Gar- 
rett, G. W. Schweitzer, and T. H. Gill. 
John Splan suggested the name be Horse- 
men’s Association of the World. He argued 
that running-horse people might join, if so 
disposed, and that only practical horsemen 
be considered in the election of officers. 
Proposed for President himself, he declined, 
saying: As a private I will work just as 
faithfully. Give the titles to some one else.“ 


Election of Officers. 


F. J. Berry was elected President by ac- 
clamation: James Golden of Boston, First 
Vice-President. Vice-Presidents for the 
following States were elected: S. Tyson, 
Alabama: M. Bowerman, Kentucky; E. J.

Bailey, Maine; E. A. Tipton, Montana; A.

The government report was even more bull- 
ish than the ardent friends of wheat had 
anticipated. It made the amount of wheat 
in farmers’ hands 88,000,000 bu. May wheat 
on the curb advanced to 75c on receipt of the 
report and was quoted tate in the day at 
74%c. Puts sold from 7T34@78%c to T3%c, 
and calls from 78% to 75%c. The report was 
based on returns from three independent 
sets of regular correspondents, together with 
several thousand reports from mills and, ele- 
vators, all carefully combined. The report 
relates principally to the distribution of 
principal grain stocks remaining on farms, 
and the proportions of merchantable and un- 
merchantable, with all grain in the hands of 
farmers, including amounts remaining over 
from previous years. 
farmers’ hands amount to 20.6 per cent of the 
crop, or 88;000,000 bu, against 123,000,000 bu 
last March. Of this amount 3 per cent is re- 
ported as coming over from previous crops, 
The proportion of wheat sold outside the 
county is 51.7 per cent. 

Corn on hand, as estimated, aggregates 
1,164,000,000 bu, or 51 per cent of the last 
crop, against 1,072,000,000 bu in March, 1906 
Both proportion and quantity in original 
hands at this date are unprecedented, al- 
though closely approached last year and in 
March, 1890. Correspondents report large 
stocks in cribs, particularly in the prairie 
States, awaiting better Prices. The aggre-

FRUIT IS SELLING CHEAP. 


LIBERAL SUPPLIES OF STRAWBER- 
RIES DEPRESS THD, PRICE. 


Prospects of Lighter Recetpts—Choice 
Apples in Good Demand, with Other 
Grades Slow—Baldwins in Best Re- 
quest—-Holders Are Firm—Light Ar- 
rivals of Oranges—Poultry in Small 
Supply and Firm—Cheese Market Is 
Ruling Easy. 


The relatively low prices realized by Flori- 
da growers on shipments of straw berries for 
the last. few days have had a tendeney to 
discourage shipments. It ig. too early for 
any general demand for the fruit, and when 
it is held for two or three days it deterior- 
ates to a condition where difficulty is ex- 
perienced in disposing of it. Receipts of the 


berries yesterday were light and much. 


smaller than for the first.two days of the 
week. Advices stated that berries forced 
out early by unusually hot weather in 
Florida had been well thinned out. Some 
of the berries received yesterday had been 
delayed in transit and were soft: before reach- 
ing the street. A few were exceptionally 
fine. However, the demand was better than 
at any time since the season opened be- 
cause prices are low. 

Vor the choicest grades of apples the de- 
mand was good, and holders were firm. 
Baldwins are in best request, Other va- 
rieties did not miove readily, especially com- 
mon quality. The bulk of arrivals are run- 
ning to ordinary quality, especially those 
from New England. 


Light Arrivals of Oranges. 


Receipts of oranges were small. There 
have been heavy rains on the coast which 
restrict shipments. 

The poultry market was firmer, and the 
price of chickens advanced about ec. Re- 
ceipts were small all around. Capons are 
scarce, and command relatively a high price. 
Genuine large capons were salable easily at 
10c per Ib, Receipts of dressed ducks were so 
light that many dealers are using their freez- 
er stock. 

Regular lines of cheese ruled easy. The de- 
mand was tame.

MONON ROAD IS SOLD AT AUCTION. 


Under the Hammer the Line Brings | 


$3,001,000 and Is Bought In by 
: the Old Owners. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 10.—[Special.}— 
The Monon railway system under the ham- 
mer today was knocked down to Attorney 
A. H. Joline of New York for $3,001,000. 
This is the old Loutsville, New Albany and 
Chicago line, and will be reorganized and 
named the Chicago, Indianapolis and Louis- 
ville after May 1. The main line runs from 
Michigan City to Louisville, with a branch 
from Chicago to Indianapolis and smaller 
branches in the coal region in Indiana. At- 
torney Joline bid in the road for Frederick 
P. Olcott, Henry W. Poor, and Henry C. 
Rouse, a New York committee representing 
the New York Central Trust company, which 
holds $2,800,000 in bonds and unpaid interést 
amounting to $17,879.38. The Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust company, as trustees, holds 
$4,700,000 in bonds, with. unpaid interest 
amounting to $43,638.06. Master in Chan- 
cery Van Buren sold the road under fore- 
closure proceedings ordered by Judge Woods 
of the Federal Court on Jan. 23. On that 


date General Manager McDoel was made 


receiver and the road will revert to the old 
„management, with Gen. Samuel Thomas as 
President. All the old officers will be re- 
tained and the management of the road con- 
tinued as before. Judge Woods fixed the 
minimum price at $3,000,000 and there was 
only one bid. 


DOUBLE - TRACKING NORTHWESTERN. 


Great Progress is Being Made in Lay- 
ing Second Track from Chica- 
cago to Elroy, Wis. 


Before the end of next year the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad. 
expects to have double 
the way from Chicago to St. Paul. 
The company is now engaged in buiid- 
ing a second track between Chicago and El- 
roy.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


GHASTLY LIGHT THROWN UPON Ar- 
RICA’S CANNIBAL TRIBES. 


Capt. Hinde’s Book, “ The Fall of the 
Congo Arabs,” Reveals the Fact 
That the Eating of Human Flesh Is 
on the Increase—Children That De- 
vour Their Parents—Revolting De- 
scription of Cannibal Methods— 
Glimpse of the Pigmies. 


T is to be hoped that 

Capt. 8. L. Hinde’s 

intensely interesting 

volume, “The Fall 

of the Congo Arabs,” 

will be speedily 

brought out in this 

country. The book 

has just appeared in 

London, and the ex- 

tensive notices ac- 

corded it there are 

such as to whet the 

reader's appetite for 

more. Appetite, how- 

ever, may be too sug- 

gestive a word to use 

with reference to a book that makes such 
grewsome revelations of cannibalism. 

Capt. Hinde’s book describes the Belgian 
expedition into the Upper Congo Basin iu 
1892, which brought about the downfall of 
the Arab supremacy, and was largely in- 
strumental in establishing the Congo Free 
State in place of a great Mohammedan em- 
pire. It will therefore be a surprise to the 
enthusiastic believer in Christian civiliza- 
tion to read Capt. Hinde’s well substanti- 
ated statement that the coming of the West- 
ern races has resulted in a marked increase 
of cannibalism among the natives. He 
says: 

The question of cannibalism in Africa 
has been very little discussed. So far as 1 
have beg able to discover, nearly all the 
tribes in the Congo Basin are or have been 
cannibals; and among some of them the 


practice is on the increase. Races who until 


lately do not seem to have been cannibals, 
though situated in a country surrounded by 
cannibal races, have, from increased inter- 
course with their neighbors, learned to eat 
human flesh; for since the entry of Europe- 
ans into the country greater facilities for 
traveling and greater safety for travelers 
have come about. Formerly the people who 
wandered from their own neighborhood 
among the surrounding tribes were killed 
and eaten, and so did not return among their 
people to enlighten them.“ 
Horrors of Cannibalism. 

It is well that Capt. Hinde can treat his 
subject as an enthusiastic ethnologist and 
scientist. It requires a good deal of purely 
scientific enthusiasm to contemplate the 
Congo tribes and their practices with un- 
moved gorge. Some of Capt. Hinde’s ob- 
servations are too horrible for quotation 
apart from their context and purpose. 

Many of these tribes are of splendid phy- 
sique, but when the ghastly reason for the 
absence of weaklings becomes apparent 
even the most confirmed advocate of evolu- 
tionary methods must stand aghast. 

Through the whole ofthe Batetela country 
—extending from the Lubefu to the Luiki, 
and from the Lurimbi northwards for some 
five days’ march—one sees neither gray hairs 
nor halt nor blind. Even parents are eaten 
by their children on the first sign of ap- 
proaching decrepitude. It is easy to under- 
stand that, under the circumstances, the 
Batetela have the appearance of a splendid 
race.“ 

While the expedition was in camp on the 
Upper Basongo the commissary of the dis- 
trict discovered that the local tribes were 
in the habit of selling slaves and. children 
lower down the river to the Basongo men 
for food. Some of these cannibals actom- 
panied Commandant Dhanis in an attack 
upon Gongo Lutete, one of Tippo Tib’s prin- 
cipal lieutenants; and a man-eating Bason- 
go, being on sentry-go for a night and hav- 
ing shot a man, came in to report what he 
When the body was brought/in 


| toys that children in Europe would disdain 
as playthings, are as deadly engines in hunt- 
ing or war as have ever been invented. One 
trick the Mttle forest people have in common 
with the bushman (which though often men-

Curious Caravan Road. 


The caravan road, along which travelers 
have Py pass in single file, is thus vividly de- 
scribed: 

It ig seldom more than ten inches wide, 
and wherever it goes the width never varies; 


ing forests, descending mountains or the 
steep sides of ravines, it is always the same 
monotonous track, wearying enough to fol- 
low for a few hours. But when the hours 
grow into days, and the days into weeks, one 
comes to regard it almost in*the light ofa 
personal enemy. After crossing a scorching 
sandy plain, with its dry blades of grass a 
foot or two apart—so drear and lonely that 
the insects do not even hum—one perhaps 
emerges on a rising, rocky ground, whence 
the unending path stretches away inayellow 
line towards the horizon. 

“The hostile native looks upon this path 
as his friend. He digs holes in it, a foot in 
diameter, and places sharp spikes or pois- 
oned arrowheads in them, laying dust-cov- 
ered leaves over the opening, into which the 
unwary among the barefooted porters puts 
his foot, and becomes useless or dies on the 
road. A fallen tree across the way also 
serves the enemy; he places a spear in the 
grass or brushwood overnanging the track 
on the other side, in such a position that the 
first man who steps over or jumps across 
the tree is impaled. Rivers and ravines the 
path usually ignores; whatever the difficulty 
of crossing them may be, it winds its way 
up the bank on the opposite side.“ 


Fall of Arab Slave Dealers. 


Capt. Hinde gives a luminous account of 
the crisis-marking campaign in which the 
Belgian troops and their native auxiliaries 
secured the complete and final overthrow 
of the Arab power in Central Africa. This 
power thad been organized, nearly half a 
century ago, by a league of Arab tradera 
settled at Zanzibar and notoriously the most 
daring, cruel, and successful slave-huntera 
in the world, their dealings in human flesh, 
which assumed amazing proportions during 
the 5086, 608, and 70s, having been origi- 
nally an off-shoot of their enormous ivory 
traffic in Central Africa. 

** Owing to the destruction of their beasts 
of burden by the tsetse fly, the Zanzibar 
ivory merchants found it necessary to utilize 
the natives as porters; and thus it arase that 
blacks were shipped to the Zanzibar slave- 
market as a by-product of the ivory trade, 
at the very time when there was a strong 
demand for their labor in the clove planta- 
tions of Pemba. The supply of slaves ul- 
timately became such as to permit of a largo 
export across the seas to the Mohammedan 
countries of Asia.“ 

As soon as the serious occupation of Cen- 
tral Africa by Europeans was undertaken-- 
it commenced with Stanley’s expedition, 
under the International Association—a con- 
flict to the death between the Arab slave- 
dealers and the pioneers of Western. civiliza- 
tion became inevitable, and, as a matter of 
fact, was waged intermittently, and with 
varied fortune, throughout a period of 
eighteen years. From the early spring of 
1892 to the close of 1894 the struggle assumed 
a character of terrible acuteness and in- 
tensity.

FORM A SOCIETY TO FIGHT THE 
CAUSE OF EQUAL SUFFRAGE. 


General Assembly Will Be Petitioned 
te Ignore All Measures Looking to 
Greater Potitical Privileges for the 
Sex—Association of Illinois Remon- 
strants and Their Organization, by 
Mrs. Caroline Corbin—Susan B. An- 
thony as a Horrible Example. 


The feminine advocate of woman suffrage 
is now confronted with an opponent of her 
own sex, who is enlisted for the war right 
here in Chicago. The newcomer flouts the 
idea that woman wants the ballot and holds, 


on the contrary, that the true woman real- 


ly desires her sex kept as far from politics 
as possible. To this end she asks the male 
legislator te cease worrying over measures, 
present or prospective, looking to what 
Susan B. Anthony’s followers term wom- 
an's emancipation.“ 

The newcomer described is an up-to-date 
member of society. She stands high social- 
ly, too, and the particular embodiment of 
her views is the inchoate North Side asso- 
ciation, whose members are known as IIli- 


nois Remonstrants Against Woman Suf- 


trage.“ 


Mrs. Corbin the Founder. 


The founder and President ot the society 
is Mrs. Caroline Corbin, No. 597 Dearborn 
avenue, who is known both in literary and 
social circles in Chicago. She has been 
working for some time in quiet coéperation 
with both the New York and the Massa- 
chusetts State associations opposed to the 
extension of suffrage to women. She thinks 
the time is now ripe to establish a like club 
in the West, and has begun operations 
among the residents of the section in which 
she has lived most of her life. 

Each woman joining the new organiza- 
tion is required to sign a statement which 
will be read before the legislators at Spring- 
field. The statement reads as follows: 

The undersigned believe that the best 
interests of the home would not be subserved 
by any further extension of suffrage to the 
women of the State of Illinois. They are 
therefore opposed to it, and respectfully ask 
that their representatives in the Legislature 
will work and vote against it.“ 

Mrs. Corbin, who drafted this statement, 
is no silly, brainless, never-poke-her-nose- 
out-of-doors woman. She is just as up-to- 
date as any one of her sex who is demand- 
ing the ballot. 

While it is true that during her married 
life she has made home happy for her hus- 
band and brought up four sons, she has not 
allowed her brain to grow rusty, or her life 
to stagnate.

Confirmed Child Eater. 


„% That same week a young Basongo chief 
came to the cemmandant, while the latter 
was at dinner in his tent, and asked for the 
loan of his knife, which, without thinking, 
the commandant lent him. He immediately 
disappeared behind the tent, and cut the 
throat of a little slave-girl belonging to him, 
and was in the act of cooking her when one 
of our soldiers saw him and reported what 
he was doing. This cannibal was put in 
irons, but two months later I found him in 
such a wretched condition that I took him 
out of chains, and gave him his liberty, with 
a warning. Scarcely a fortnight had elapsed 


| when he was brought in by some of our 


Hausa soldiers, who said that he was eating 
the children in and about our cantonments. 
He had a bag slung round his neck, which 
on examination we found containéd an arm 
and a leg of a young child. As three or four 
children had disappeared within the fort- 
night, and there had been no deaths among 
them in camp, this was considered sufficient 
evidence against him, and he was taken out 
and shot, as the only cure for such an incor- 
rigible.”’ 

‘The passion for cannibalism among the 
black recruits of the expedition formed the 
chief obstacle to discipline. So unlimited 
was it that it broke forth in the most un- 
suspected quarters, and showed itself in the 
most artless cruelties. Capt. Hinde had un- 
limited opportunities to study this form of 
human degradation, for the blacks were by 
no means reticent on the subject. 


Making the Flesh Tender. 


“The Bangala,“ he writes, have them- 
selves told me when, on shooting parties, I 
remonstrated with them for only breaking 
the wings and legs of the wounded game 
instead of killing it outright, that it was 
better to let the bird linger, as it made the 
flesh more tender. This led to converaa- 
tion, in which they explained that, when at 
home and about to prepare a feast, the 
prisener or slave who was to form the piéce 
de résistance had dlways his legs and arms 
broken three days beforehand, and was 
then placed in a stream or pool of water, 
chin-deep, with his head tied to a stick, to 
prevent him from committing suicide, or 
perhaps falling asleep, and thus getting 
drowned. On the third day he was taken out 
and killed, the meat being then very tender. 

There is not the slightest doubt in my 
mind,” he continues, that these people 
prefer human flesh to any other. During 


all the time I lived among cannibal races 


I never came across any case of their eating 
‘their flesh raw; they invariably boil, roast, 
or smoke it. We could never buy smoked 
meat in the markets, it being impossible to 
be sure that it was not human flesh. The 
preference of different tribes, more than 
different individuals of a tribe, for various 
parts of the human body is interesting. 
Some cut long steaks from the flesh of the 
thighs, legs, and arms, others prefer the 
hands and feet; and, though the great ma- 
jority do not eat the head, I have come 
across more than one tribe which prefers 
the head to any other part. Almost all use 
some portion of the intestines, on account 
of the fat they contain. 

During the war in which we were en- 
gaged for two years, with enormous crowds 
of camp-followers, we rea perhaps the 
only advantages that could be claimed for 
this disgusting custom. In the night fol- 
lowing a battle or the storming of a town 
the human wolves disposed of all the dead, 
leaving nothing even for the jackal, and 
thus saved us, no doubt, from many an 
epidemic.’’

AGAINST HEPBURN AS ASSESSOR,

TAX LEVY 


Allege They Were Rated Too High and 
Out of Preportion te Other Com- 
mission Firme for the Purpose of 
Securing Money for a Reduction— 
Recall Case of Deputies Wright and 
Crowley—South Town Official De- 


nies Imputations. 


J. R. Willard & Co., commission merchants, 
room No. 17 Board of Trade Building, yester- 
day enjoined John A. Kunz, South Town 
Collector, and D. H. Kochersperger, County 
Treasurer, from collecting $529 taxes àas- 
gessed on the firm’s personal property. 

Thies recalie the exposure in THE TRIBUNE 
of May 17, 1896, of of J. E. Wright 
and Henry Crowley, two deputies who were 
gent out to assess personal property by As- 
essor John W. Hepburn. They called on 
Willard & Oo., and told them that their as- 
sessment had been put at a high figure, but 
that it could be made low enough to suit if 


the firm understood how to make good 
fellows” out of the two deputies. 


Members of the firm listened to the depu- 
ties, and then, taking a reporter for THE 
Triscunw into their confidence, palmed 
him off on the deputies asthe senior member 
of the firm. The reporter listened to them, 
and made “ good fellows” of them by giv- 
ing to one of them 20 in marked money. 
The matter was then reported to Assessor 
Hepburn, who discharged the deputies with- 
out further investigation. But they, were 


never prosecuted. 


Firm’s Story of Assessment. 


On May 27, after this exposure, Williard 
& Co. State they wrote to Assessor Hepburn 
asking for a fair assessment and stating 
they had reported to commercial agencies 
that they had started business with a 
capital of $25,000, and that they naturally 
made their capital as large as the facts 
would allow. They asked to be assessed on 
the same basis that was used in assessing 
other firms. They received notice later, 
they say, that the firm’s personal property, 
had been assessed at $15,000. They claimed 
this amount was three times as much as 
had even been placed on the wealthiest 
Board of Trade houses, and in a letter to 
the Assessor said: 

“We cannot account for your action ex- 
cept on the theory that we have been singled 
out for punishment because we refused to 
take advantage of the opportunity offered 
us by Deputy Assessors Wright and Crowley 
to escape a fair assessment, and we prefer 
to assume that the amount named in the 
notification sent us is a clerical error and 
the matter will be corrected when brought 
to’ your personal attention.“ 

Making the Collection. 

“The next we heard of the matter.“ said 
J. R. Willard yesterday, was a notice that 
our assessment had been placed at $5,000. 
This was on the last day of Jufie. It was 
then too late to see the Town Board se- 
cure a reduction, and when we appealed to 
the County Board we were told. that the 
Commissioners could not act on an original 
petition. Six weeks ago the collectors be- 
gan coming here for the taxes, but we re- 
fused to pay. Today Deputy Collector C. J. 
Jones came here and was going to levy on 
us, but he gave us until 3 o’clock to get an 
injunction. Our attorney, Mr. Job, secured 
it from Judge 


Freeman, and the Collector 


withdrew. 

J have made inquiries and learned that 
none of the Board of Trade houses are ever 
assessed on a valuation of more than a fifth 
of the value placed on our personal property. 
And, while we are willing to pay, and even 
offered to y our fair share to Collector 
Kunz, we not propose to be singled out 
and compelled to pay more than others, who 
have even greater capital than we have. 


Accuse Hepburn of Retallation. 


“T can attribute the action of Assessor 
Hepburn in placing so large an assessment 
against us to nothing else than an attempt 
to get back at us for exposing the two men 
who wanted to lower our assessment for 
cash. When we ed and exposed their 
conduct, with the aid of THE TRIBUNE, we 
thought we were doing a public service. But 
Mr. Hepburn never prosecuted the men, and 
he seems to have resented our action by 
trying to compel us to pay more than others. 


. We may have to pay it, but we will hear 


from all the courts before we do it.“ 

The complaint on which Judge Freeman of 
the Su r Co issued the injunction was 
made by J. R. Wfllard and Elmer and Jay 
Dwiggins by their Attorneys, McMurdy 
Job.

Turns Over Property to Satisfy Claims 
and the Embesslement Cases 
Are Dismissed. 


Ex-Ald. Salo W. Roth, indicted for the al- 
leged embezzlement of $62,000 from the Na- 
tional Building and Loan Association and 
the Victor Hugo Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, is free from prosecution. 
Payne yesterday afternoon Assistant State’s- 
Attorney McEwen dismissed both indict- 
ments, 

This action was taken after consultation 
with Judge Payne, who believed, in view of: 
all the circumstances presented, it was the 
most advisable procedure. 

The officers of the National Association 
informed the State’s-Attorney that the situ- 
ation of many of the stockholders, wko had 
invested all their savings in the association, 
was pitiable, and the officers believed it 
would be for the best interests of all if the 
defalcation of Roth could be settled in the 
manner the ex-Alderman had proposed. 
This was to turn over his property and other- 
wise make full reparation to both associa- 
tions. 

State’s-Attorney Deneen replied that he 
recognized the fact that it would be d'fficult 
to convict Roth, who had been adjudged in- 
sane in the County Court. It would also be 
hard to show the intent to embezzle, because 


tion it was difficult to learn anything from 
them. Carelessness was apparent upon 
every page, but there wag nothing to show" 
that Roth had intentionally defrauded the 
two associations, of which he was the Sec- 
retary. 

State’s-Attorney -Deneen said he was 
ready to try the case on its merits, but if 
those who were most deeply interested be- 
lieved the best interests of all concerned 
would be served by the settlement of the 
charges against Roth in the manner in- 
dicated, he would not enter objection. 

Upon these representations Judge Payne 
ordered a nolle pros. entered in both cases.

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ONE MORE ON LAMOREUX. 


ATTORNEY WILSON PRODUCES AN- 
OTHER ADVERSE SCRIP RULING. 


Rendered in the Couey Case Eight- 
een Days Before the Survey in the 
Benner-La Follette Matter Was Or- 
dered—Affirms Extent of WHNinzie 
Grant and Denies Uneocecupied Land 
Since 1837—As to Partnership with 
McKee People. 


"We are not surprised at the statement 
that, ex-Commissioner Lamoreux is going 
into partnership ͤ with the McKee scrip 
owners,” said Attorney John, P. Wilsonyes- 
terday, as we have been convinced from 
his course of procedure that he has been in 
partnership with them for some time.“ 

This remark was elicited by the publica- 
tion in THe TRIBUNE of yesterday of infor- 
mation regarding a Lamoreux decision, dat- 
ing three years back, that was emphatic- 
ally adverse to the claims of all ecrip- 
holders upon land on the lake-front “ east 
of the Kinzie grant.“ 

It seems, however, that this is not the 
only time Lamoreux is on record as decid- 
ing that the government has had no unoc- 
cupied land in this locality since the date of 
the Kinzie grant. Yesterday Attorney Wil- 
son produced a copy of a decision to the 
same effect, dated Aug. 31, 1896—just eight- 
een days before the survey of the land was 
ordered in the Benner-La Follette case. The 
copy was transcribed from the records at 
Washington, and its significance will be un- 
derstood when it is remembered that it was 
given several months after the present con- 
test was begun. 

Decision in the Cooney Case. 

This decision was given in a letter ad- 
dressed to Dudley & Michener, attorneys at 
‘Washington for Martin M. Cooney and 
others, holders of certain denominations of 
McKee scrip. In this Lamoreux says in 
Substance that the Kinzie grant extended 
to the water’s edge, and that in consequence 
there had been no unoccupied land there 
since its date, which is August, 1837. He 
therefore refused to hear oral arguments, 
and summarily denied the claim. The name 
S. W. Lamoreux appears at the- end of 
the decision. 

Speaking of this decision, Mr. Wilson said: 

“Only eighteen days after this decision 
was made Lamoreux ordered the survey of 
the ground, and did it without giving us any 
information as to his movements, although 
he had promised us that he would make no 
move in the matter without notifying us. 
The first information we received of the 
survey was through the papers and th 
Washington digpatches. 5 . 

Lamoreux Accepts the Plat. 

„Later he received and accepted the plat, 
and did not inform us even at that time of 
so doing. But evidently the other side was 
notified, because they filled an amended peti- 
tion in conformity to the new plat: and, in 
fact, they filed a second amended plat after- 
wards to make a further correction. 

More than this, they were given a certi- 

fied plat of the survey, and they had it filed 
in Cook County, casting a cloud on all that 
property, before we were informed that a 
plat had been made.” 
It was after he had reviewed these cir- 
cumstances in the history of the pending 
controversy that Attorney Wilson made the 
remark charging Lamoreux with being in 
partnership with the McKee scrip owners. 

Attorney Charles Bary, who represents 
the latter, had nothing to say yesterday re- 
garding the apparent inconsistency of the 
ex-Commissioner. He says that it ig the 
present policy of the claimants to “ playa 
waiting game,“ and they will do nothing 
until they learn the next move of the attor- 
neys on the other side. They still maintain 
that they have no fear that Lamoreux's de- 
cision will be changed by any action of the 
Secretary of the Interlor. |
